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Introduction 


The residential general building contracting industry, 
covered in this publication, consists of all general con- 
tracting business establishments specializing in the con- 
struction of residential buildings. Data provided deal with 
total outputs of these operations, the major proportion of 
which is residential construction. Minor portions of out- 
put include other construction such as non-residential 
building or heavy engineering. The construction output 
distribution of the industry is represented in Figure I.

Introduction 


La présente publication porte sur l’industrie des entreprises 
générales en construction domiciliaire, dont l’univers englobe tous 
les établissements spécialisés dans la construction d’immeubles 
résidentiels. Les chiffres présentés ont trait a la valeur globale des 
opérations, dont la plus grande partie sont liées a la construction 
résidentielle. Une certaine partie des opérations concernent 
d'autres travaux de construction tels que la construction non 
résidentielle et les gros travaux de génie.

In addition to construction revenue, the total operating 
revenue of the industry includes revenues from other 
activities such as project management, rentals and sales 
of materials (e.g., item 23, Table 1). The residential 
building activity of the present industry does not by any 
means represent all residential building produced in the 
country.

from other activities, such as manufacturing and 
utilities. 


Total residential activity estimates, as well as total 
other construction are provided in the Statistics Canada 
publication Construction in Canada, Catalogue 64-201. 
Data from this annual are provided in Text Tables I to IV 
of the present publication. Figure IJ presents a break- 
down of the total construction program for 1981.

It can be seen that residential construction with 28.8% 
commands close to a third of all construction performed 
in Canada. In dollar volume terms this represents $16,- 
365 million, which is substantially more than the $5,756 
million volume estimate for residential construction in 
this publication (Table 1, items 12 to 15). Percentage 
contributions to the difference are estimated to be as 
follows:

and other industries 48%. 


By provinces, the proportion of residential building 
done by the residential building industry is represented in 
Figure III.

A detailed reconciliation between construction indus- 
try output and construction activity is available from the 
Construction Division of Statistics Canada. 


General Review 


Users of the data are cautioned that Tables 1, 2 and 3 
report operating statistics in the sense that revenue and 
costs are adjusted for change in work in progress to 
represent value of construction put in place. The financial 
statistics in Tables 4 and 5 are based on income statement 
and balance sheet information as reported. Revenues are 
not adjusted and do not represent work put in place due 
to the fact that not all billings are recognized as revenue 
within the current year. 


Census results for 1981 indicate that the residential 
general building contracting industry performed $6,318 
million worth of construction and an additional $464 
million worth of other activities, amounting to a total 
gross revenue of $6,782 million. Included in this amount 
is a volume of $2,579 million of work sub-contracted out 
to trade contractors, leaving a volume of work done by 
own labour force of $4,203 million, with a wage content 
of $484 million. 


By far the larger proportion of the industry output 
consists of single detached housing. Among the three 
major structure types (single, double, apartment) this 
group commands 75%, with the multis accounting for the 
balance of 25%. For the other producers, mainly the real 
estate industry, the picture is the reverse, with multis at 
80% and singles at 20%. 


Consequently the market share of the residential con- 
struction industry is 71% in the singles market and 14% 
in multis and other. Thus, the industry specializes in 
single housing, which market was slightly smaller than 
the total market for multis and other in 1981. 


Table | provides industry characteristics by province 
and by size groups. The data by size group can be used for 
performance appraisal by firms in the industry and form 
a basis for economic analysis regarding concentration and 
scale of plant. 


The largest 71 firms produce 36% of total output, the 
largest 405 produce 56% and the largest 920 produce 
67%. With a 100 firm concentration ratio probably 
running at around 45% the industry compares favourably 
in terms of competitiveness with other industries, such as 
manufacturing. Consideration of profit to revenue and 
profit to assets ratios at the total Canada level (as in 
Table 5) would indicate a plant size of between three- 
quarters and one million dollars to have an optimum scale 
in this industry. 


Variation in aggregate profit levels among provinces is 
depicted in Figure IV.

Revue général 


Les utilisateurs sont priés de noter que les tableaux 1, 2 et 3 
présentent la statistique de l’exploitation en ce sens que les 
recettes et les coats tiennent compte des travaux en cours afin de 
traduire la valeur des travaux exécutés. Par contre, les statisti- 
ques financiéres des tableaux 4 et 5 sont fondées sur les chiffres 
tirés tels quels de l’état des résultats et du bilan. Les recettes ne 
sont pas ajustées; elles ne sont pas liées aux travaux exécutés, car 
les comptes-clients ne sont pas tous considérés comme des recettes 
de l’année en cours. 


D’apres le recensement de 1981, l’industrie des entreprises 
générales en construction domiciliaire ont exécuté des travaux de 
construction d’une valeur de $6,318 millions; les autres recettes se 
sont chiffrées a $464 millions, ce qui donne des recettes brutes de 
$6,782 millions. De ce chiffre, $2,579 millions ont été consacrés 
a la sous-traitance; par conséquent, les entreprises ont exécuté 
elles-mémes des travaux d’une valeur de $4,203 millions, dont 
$484 millions sont imputables aux cotits de main-d’oeuvre. 


Les maisons individuelles constituent de loin l’élément le plus 
important du secteur résidentiel. En effet, elles interviennent pour 
75% des trois principaux types de logements (maisons individuel- 
les, maisons doubles et appartements), les logements multiples 
comptant pour 25%. La situation inverse prévaut dans les autres 
secteurs, en particulier le secteur immobilier; les logements 
multiples représentent 80% et les maisons individuelles, 20% des 
programmes de construction. 


Par conséquent, la part du marché de l’industrie du batiment 
(secteur résidentiel) atteint 71% pour les maisons individuelles et 
14% pour les logements multiples et autres. Ainsi, l’industrie se 
specialise dans les maisons individuelles, dont le marché était un 
peu plus petit que celui du marché total pour logements multiples 
et autres en 1981. 


Le tableau | présente les caractéristiques de l’industrie par 
province et par tranche de taille. Les données selon la tranche de 
taille peuvent servir 4 évaluer le rendement des entreprises 
appartenant a l’industrie et a analyser la concentration et l’éten- 
due des opérations. 


Les 71 plus grandes entreprises réalisent 36% de l’ensemble des 
travaux, les 405 plus grandes en exécutent 56% et les 920 plus 
grandes, 67%. Le coefficient de concentration des 100 principales 
entreprises s’établit probablement a environ 45%; aussi l’industrie 
est-elle aussi concurrentielle que d’autres, dont celle de la fabrica- 
tion. Suivant le rapport des bénéfices aux recettes et celui des 
bénéfices a l’avoir au niveau national (tableau 5), l’étendue 
optimale des opérations dans cette industrie varie entre trois 
quarts de million et un million de dollars.

Productivity does not vary significantly over the size 
groups. This, together with the large number of operators, 
indicates the absence of major returns to scale; expansion 
of output is to a large extent obtained by an increase in 
the number of firms. Machinery and equipment pur- 
chases may not give a clear picture of substitution of 
capital investment for labour due to a high incidence of 
equipment rental. It should be noted that size groups are 
based on current dollars. This causes an artificial 
movement toward the larger size groups over time. 


La productivité ne varie pas beaucoup d’une tranche de taille 
a l'autre, et le nombre d’exploitants est élevé: il n’existe aucun 
rendement d’échelle sensible. L’accroissement de la production 
dépend, dans une large mesure, de l’augmentation du nombre 
d’entreprises. Les achats de machines et d’équipement ne donnent 
peut-étre pas une bonne idée de la mesure dans laquelle les 
immobilisations remplacent la main-d’oeuvre, car la location de 
machines et d’équipement est monnaie courante. I] convient de 
noter que les tranches de taille sont établies en dollars courants, 
ce qui provoque a la longue un déplacement artificiel vers les 
tranches supérieures. 


Table 2 groups establishments by their specialization 
in either new or repair construction. Although relatively 
few firms specialize in repair construction the inputs give 
an interesting profile on this type of work. Repair firms 
have a relatively higher labour content and subcontract 
out relatively less. In coverage terms, specialization in 
repair is not very strong. Repair firms only do 50% of all 
repair work done by this industry. 


In Table 3 firms are grouped by percentage ranges of 
specialization in construction types. The specialization in 
this case is expressed as the percentage of major type of 
construction to total construction performed. Special- 
ization over time, by individual firms may not be very 
consistent, but, again, the interest of the table lies in the 
characteristics of the higher specialization ranges. The 
largest group consists of contractors specializing in the 
construction of single detached houses. In average volume 
terms this group is the smallest. Firms specializing in 
apartment building construction have a higher average 
size and subcontract content due to the nature of projects 
undertaken. 


Tables 4 and 5 present financial characteristics based 
ona sample of firms reporting both income statement and 
balance sheet information. While only some of the more 
commonly used financial ratios are listed in Table 5, the 
basic data for deriving additional ratios are available 
from Table 4. It may be pointed out that the profit to 
revenue ratio is based on gross revenue whereas for some 
analyses a net revenue basis (revenue minus sub- 
contracts) is more relevant. Profit to assets ratios for the 
industry may seem relatively high because of low invento- 
ries, low investment in plant and leasing. Similarly, 
equity ratios may be inflated and show variations over 
time due to financing through credit and carry over of 
deficits. 


Further Information 


The data presented in this publication represent only a 
selected portion of total 1981 statistical information 
available on the residential general building contracting 
industry. Additional breakdowns, statistics and defini- 
tions are available on request to users subject to the 
conditions of the Statistics Act.

Definitions 


Size groups (Tables 1, 4 and 5) are based on gross 
operating revenue. Publications before 1975 had size 
groups based on gross revenue minus subcontracts. See 
also footnote 6 at end of publication. 


New construction (Table 2) is defined to include all 
contracts for new work put in place. This includes addi- 
tions, alterations, conversions and major renovations 
where either a structural change takes place or the life of 
an existing asset is extended beyond its normal life 
expectancy. All other work is defined as repair construc- 
tion. This is generally construction necessitated by dam- 
age or deterioration and includes minor renovations and 


Le tableau 2 regroupe les établissements selon qu’ils se spéciali- 
sent dans la construction neuve ou dans les réparations. Bien 
qu'un nombre assez restreint d’entreprises se spécialisent dans les 
réparations, les entrées tracent un profil interessant de ce type de 
travaux. Les entreprises de reparation ont davantage recours a la 
main-d’oeuvre, tandis que la sous-traitance leur est relativement 
peu importante. La spécialisation dans les réparations représente 
une petite partie du champ d’observation: les entreprises de 
réparation n’exécutent que 50% de tous les travaux de réparation 
du secteur résidentiel. 


Au tableau 3, les entreprises sont regroupées selon le degré de 
spécialisation par genre de construction. Aux fins du tableau, la 
spécialisation est exprimée sous forme de pourcentage du genre 
principal de construction par rapport a l’ensemble des travaux 
exécutés. Une entreprise donnée peut changer sa spécialisation 
avec le temps, mais l’intérét du tableau provient des caractéristi- 
ques des proportions supérieures de spécialisation. Le groupe le 
plus nombreux réunit les entrepreneurs spécialisés dans la cons- 
truction de maisons individuelles; il s’agit par contre du groupe le 
moins important sur le plan du volume moyen. Les entreprises 
spécialisées dans la construction d’appartements ont, a cause de 
la nature des travaux a exécuter, une taille moyenne plus forte et 
elles font davantage appel a la sous-traitance. 


Les tableaux 4 et 5 présentent des caractéristiques financiéres 
établies a partir des données déclarées par un échantillon d’entre- 
prises sur leur bilan et sur leur état des résultats. Bien que le 
tableau 5 ne donne que les ratios financiers les plus utilisés, les 
données essentielles au calcul de ratios supplémentaires figurent 
au tableau 4. I] convient de noter que le rapport des bénéfices aux 
recettes est fondé sur les recettes brutes, tandis que les recettes 
nettes (les recettes moins la valeur de la sous-traitance) convien- 
nent mieux a certaines analyses. Le rapport des bénéfices a |’avoir 
peut sembler relativement élevé pour l’ensemble de I’industrie a 
cause du faible niveau des stocks, des immobilisations et de la 
location. Par ailleurs, le rapport de l’avoir net peut étre gonflé et 
évoluer dans le temps en raison du recours au crédit et du rapport 
des déficits. 


Renseignements supplementaires 


Les données de la présente publication ne représentent qu’une 
partie de l’ensemble des statistiques de 1981 sur l’industrie des 
entreprises générales en construction domiciliaire. Dans les 
limites permises par la Loi sur la statistique, les utilisateurs 
peuvent obtenir sur demande des ventilations, des statistiques et 
des définitions supplémentaires. Ils sont pri¢és de communiquer 
avec la Division de la construction de Statistique Canada. 


Définitions 


Les tranches de taille (tableaux 1, 4 et 5) sont établies a partir 
des recettes brutes d’exploitation. Avant 1975, elles l’étaient a 
partir des recettes brutes moins la valeur de la sous-traitance. 
Voir aussi la note 6 a la fin de la publication. 


La construction neuve (tableau 2) englobe tous les contrats 
visant l’exécution de nouveaux travaux. Cela comprend les 
additions, les modifications, les transformations et les renovations 
importantes, qu’il s’agisse de changer la structure d’un immeuble 
ou de prolonger la vie d’un bien au-dela de sa durée de vie 
normale. Tous les autres travaux sont considérés comme des 
réparations. Celles-ci consistent habituellement en des travaux 
nécessités par l’endommagement ou la détérioration et elles 


alterations made to maintain the operating efficiency of 
existing structures, other than maintenance type work. 


Types of construction (Table 3) are defined as 
follows: 


Single detached. This type is commonly called a “‘single 
house”. It contains only one dwelling unit which is 
completely separated on all sides from any other dwelling 
or structure. Included in this category are other residen- 
tial structures, consisting mainly of summer cottages, 
cabins, shacks and conversions. 


Double. This category includes dwelling units separated 
by a common wall extending from ground to roof. Single 
attached dwellings in structures consisting of only two 
dwelling units and structures originally designed, or 
structurally converted, to provide two dwelling units, one 
above the other and adjoining no other structure are 
classified as double. 


Row housing. All other single attached dwellings in rows 
of three or more are classified as row housing. 


Apartment building. Includes all dwellings of the apart- 
ment, flat-type other than the duplex-type mentioned 
above. 


This category includes: 


double-duplex, 

triplex, 

row-duplexes, 

apartments as commonly known, 

dwellings over, or at the back of a store or other non- 
residential structure. 


For purposes of the survey, the classification of build- 
ings is based on their ultimate use. For example a govern- 
ment office building is classified into the commercial 
category. 


Methodology 


In censuses prior to 1975, data were collected by direct 
survey questionnaire and made available at the reported 
level only. No estimate was made for non-response or for 
firms not included in the census. It was known, however, 
that the majority of missing firms were small and that the 
coverage in terms of dollar volume ranged from 85% to 
90% for most of the various sub-industry groups. For 
census cycles beginning 1975, a blend of direct survey and 
random sampling methods is used to provide universe 
estimates. 


For 1981, construction firms were separated by total 
operating revenue into two groups: those with more than 
$500,000 annual revenue and those with annual revenue 
in the range of $10,000 to $500,000. The larger firms 
received the census long form, of which a copy is provided 
at the end of this publication. The smaller firms were 
stratified by sub-industry group, size range and province,

Sont classés comme 
maisons doubles les logements simples jumelés faisant partie de 
structures ne comptant que deux logements et les structures 
construites ou transformées de fagon a donner deux logements 
situés lun au-dessus de l'autre sans autre construction 
attenante. 


Maisons en rangeée. Tous les autres logements simples réunis en 
rangée de trois logements ou plus sont classés comme maisons en 
rangée. 


Appartements. Cette categorie comprend tous les logements du 
genre appartement ou plain-pied qui ne sont pas de la catégorie 
des duplex susmentionnés. 


Autrement dit, elle englobe: 


les duplex jumelés, 

les triplex, 

les duplex en rangée, 

les maisons d’appartements au sens courant du terme, 

les logements situés au-dessus ou a l’arriére d'un magasin ou 
d’une autre construction non résidentielle. 


Aux fins de lenquéte, la classification des immeubles est 
fonction de leur usage ultime. A titre d’exemple, un immeuble a 
bureaux occupé par une administration publique est classé dans 
la catégorie des batiments commerciaux. 


Meéthodologie 


Lors des recensements antérieurs a 1975, les données ont été 
recueillies par voie de questionnaire direct et seuls les résultats 
des déclarations ont été rendus disponibles. Autrement dit, 
aucune estimation n’a été faite pour tenir compte des non- 
répondants et des entreprises non recensées. Or, on savait que la 
plupart des entreprises manquantes étaient petites et que les 
entreprises prises en compte intervenaient pour 85% a 90% du 
volume monétaire dans la plupart des divers sous-groupes de 
l'industrie. A partir du recensement de 1975, on a utilisé a la fois 
’enquéte directe et l’échantillonnage aléatoire, afin d’obtenir des 
estimations pour l’ensemble de l’univers. 


Pour le recensement de 1981, les entreprises de construction 
ont été réparties en deux groupes, selon que leurs recettes 
d’exploitation dépassaient $500,000 par an ou qu’elles s’établis- 
saient entre $10,000 et $500,000. Les grandes entreprises ont 
recu le questionnaire détaillé, dont un spécimen se trouve a la fin 
du présent bulletin. Les petites entreprises ont été stratifiées selon 
le groupe d’activité économique, la taille et la province; dans 
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from which a sample was selected for the collection of 
financial and non-financial data. The sampling rates 
varied between 10% and 50% for firms with less than 
$50,000 annual revenue. Financial Data were collected 
for all firms with between $375,000 and $500,000 total 
operating revenue. The financial information was ob- 
tained from administrative records provided by Revenue 
Canada. Non-financial data (1.e., operating characteris- 
tics and labour data) were collected for a sub sample of 
this group, numbering approximately 7,000 contractors, 
by means of an abbreviated survey form. The sample 
results were inflated to the universe level using the weight 
associated with each record in the sample. The weight for 
a record was calculated as the inverse of its probability of 
inclusion in the sample (sampling rate). The large and 
small firm results were then merged and tabulated to 
produce the tables contained in this publication. 


Over the last three years, a comprehensive review was 
undertaken of sampling procedures, data qualities and 
methodologies employed in the generation of the Census 
of the Construction Industry small firm universe. As a 
result of this review, several methodology improvements 
were implemented resulting in better estimates. Statisti- 
cal users familiar with previous year issues of this publi- 
cation will note that the 1981 data show significant 
increases in population and activity level, much of which 
is attributable to these improvements.

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Introduction 


The residential general building contracting industry, 
covered in this publication, consists of all general con- 
tracting business establishments specializing in the con- 
struction of residential buildings. Data provided deal with 
total outputs of these operations, the major proportion of 
which is residential construction. Minor portions of out- 
put include other construction such as non-residential 
building or heavy engineering. The construction output 
distribution of the industry is represented in Figure I.

Introduction

General Review 


Users of the data are cautioned that Tables 1, 2 and 3 
report operating statistics in the sense that revenue and 
costs are adjusted for change in work in progress to 
represent value of construction put in place. The financial 
statistics in Tables 4 and 5 are based on income statement 
and balance sheet information as reported. Revenues are 
not adjusted and do not represent work put in place due 
to the fact that not all billings are recognized as revenue 
within the current year. 


Census results for 1982 indicate that the residential 
general building contracting industry performed $5,611 
million worth of construction and an additional $495 
million worth of other activities, amounting to a total 
gross revenue of $6,106 million. Included in this amount 
is a volume of $2,453 million of work sub-contracted out 
to trade contractors, leaving a volume of work done by 
own labour force of $3,653 million, with a wage content 
of $455 million. 


By far the larger proportion of the industry output 
consists of single detached housing. Among the three 
major structure types (single, double, apartment) this 
group commands 68%, with the multis accounting for the 
balance of 32%. For the other producers, mainly the real 
estate industry, the picture is the reverse, with multis at 
77% and singles at 23%. 


Consequently the market share of the residential con- 
struction industry is 65% in the singles market and 20% 
in multis and other. Thus, the industry specializes in 
single housing, which market was slightly smaller than 
the total market for multis and other in 1982. 


Table 1 provides industry characteristics by province 
and by size groups. The data by size group can be used for 
performance appraisal by firms in the industry and form 
a basis for economic analysis regarding concentration and 
scale of plant. 


The largest 77 firms produce 39% of total output, the 
largest 345 produce 58% and the largest 760 produce 
67%. With a 100 firm concentration ratio running at 
around 45% the industry compares favourably in terms of 
competitiveness with other industries, such as manufac- 
turing. Consideration of profit to revenue and profit to 
assets ratios at the total Canada level (as in Table 5) 
would indicate a plant size of between three-quarters and 
one million dollars to have an optimum scale in this 
industry. 


Variation in aggregate profit levels among provinces is 
depicted in Figure IV.

Revue général

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Table 2 groups establishments by their specialization 
in either new or repair construction. Although relatively 
few firms specialize in repair construction the inputs give 
an interesting profile on this type of work. Repair firms 
have a relatively higher labour content and subcontract 
out relatively less. In coverage terms, specialization in 
repair is not very strong. Repair firms only do 63% of all 
repair work done by this industry. 


In Table 3 firms are grouped by percentage ranges of 
specialization in construction types. The specialization in 
this case is expressed as the percentage of major type of 
construction to total construction performed. Special- 
ization over time, by individual firms may not be very 
consistent, but, again, the interest of the table lies in the 
characteristics of the higher specialization ranges. The 
largest group consists of contractors specializing in the 
construction of single detached houses. In average volume 
terms this group is the smallest. Firms specializing in 
apartment building construction have a higher average 
size and subcontract content due to the nature of projects 
undertaken. 


Tables 4 and 5 present financial characteristics based 
on a sample of firms reporting both income statement and 
balance sheet information. While only some of the more 
commonly used financial ratios are listed in Table 5, the 
basic data for deriving additional ratios are available 
from Table 4. It may be pointed out that the profit to 
revenue ratio is based on gross revenue whereas for some 
analyses a net revenue basis (revenue minus sub- 
contracts) is more relevant. Profit to assets ratios for the 
industry may seem relatively high because of low invento- 
ries, low investment in plant and leasing. Similarly, 
equity ratios may be inflated and show variations over 
time due to financing through credit and carry over of 
deficits.

The data presented in this publication represent only a 
selected portion of total 1982 statistical information 
available on the residential general building contracting 
industry. Additional breakdowns, statistics and defini- 
tions are available on request to users subject to the 
conditions of the Statistics Act.

Definitions 


Size groups (Tables 1, 4 and 5) are based on gross 
operating revenue. Publications before 1975 had size 
groups based on gross revenue minus subcontracts. See 
also footnote 6 at end of publication. 


New construction (Table 2) is defined to include all 
contracts for new work put in place. This includes addi- 
tions, alterations, conversions and major renovations 
where either a structural change takes place or the life of 
an existing asset is extended beyond its normal life 
expectancy. All other work is defined as repair construc- 
tion. This is generally construction necessitated by dam- 
age or deterioration and includes minor renovations and

Définitions 


Les tranches de taille (tableaux 1, 4 et 5) sont établies a partir 
des recettes brutes d’exploitation.

La construction neuve (tableau 2) englobe tous les contrats 
visant l’exécution de nouveaux travaux.

Types of construction (Table 3) are defined as 
follows: 


Single detached. This type is commonly called a “single 
house”. It contains only one dwelling unit which is 
completely separated on all sides from any other dwelling 
or structure. Included in this category are other residen- 
tial structures, consisting mainly of summer cottages, 
cabins, shacks and conversions. 


Double. This category includes dwelling units separated 
by a common wall extending from ground to roof. Single 
attached dwellings in structures consisting of only two 
dwelling units and structures originally designed, or 
structurally converted, to provide two dwelling units, one 
above the other and adjoining no other structure are 
classified as double. 


Row housing. All other single attached dwellings in rows 
of three or more are classified as row housing. 


Apartment building. Includes all dwellings of the apart- 
ment, flat-type other than the duplex-type mentioned 
above. 


This category includes: 


double-duplex, 

triplex, 

row-duplexes, 

apartments as commonly known, 

dwellings over, or at the back of a store or other non- 
residential structure. 


For purposes of the survey, the classification of build- 
ings is based on their ultimate use. For example a govern- 
ment office building is classified into the commercial 
category. 


Methodology 


In censuses prior to 1975, data were collected by direct 
survey questionnaire and made available at the reported 
level only. No estimate was made for non-response or for 
firms not included in the census. It was known, however, 
that the majority of missing firms were small and that the 
coverage in terms of dollar volume ranged from 85% to 
90% for most of the various sub-industry groups. For 
census cycles beginning 1975, a blend of direct survey and 
random sampling methods is used to provide universe 
estimates. 


For 1982, construction firms were separated by total 
operating revenue into two groups: those with more than 
$500,000 annual revenue and those with annual revenue 
in the range of $10,000 to $500,000. The larger firms 
received the census long form, of which a copy is provided 
at the end of this publication. The smaller firms were 
stratified by sub-industry group, size range and province,

Aux fins de l’enquéte, la classification des immeubles est 
fonction de leur usage ultime.

Methodologie 


Lors des recensements antérieurs a 1975, les données ont été 
recueillies par voie de questionnaire direct et seuls les résultats 
des déclarations ont été rendus disponibles.

from which a sample was selected for the collection of 
financial and non-financial data. The sampling rates 
varied between 10% and 50% for firms with less than 
$50,000 annual revenue. Financial Data were collected 
for all firms with between $375,000 and $500,000 total 
operating revenue. The financial information was ob- 
tained from administrative records provided by Revenue 
Canada. Non-financial data (i.e., operating characteris- 
tics and labour data) were collected for a sub sample of 
this group, numbering approximately 7,000 contractors, 
by means of an abbreviated survey form. The sample 
results were inflated to the universe level using the weight 
associated with each record in the sample. The weight for 
a record was calculated as the inverse of its probability of 
inclusion in the sample (sampling rate). The large and 
small firm results were then merged and tabulated to 
produce the tables contained in this publication. 


Over the last three years, a comprehensive review was 
undertaken of sampling procedures, data qualities and 
methodologies employed in the generation of the Census 
of the Construction Industry small firm universe. As a 
result of this review, several methodology improvements 
were implemented resulting in better estimates. Statisti- 
cal users familiar with previous year issues of this publi- 
cation will note that the 1982 data show significant 
increases in population and activity level, much of which 
is attributable to these improvements.

The residential general building contracting industry, 
covered in this publication, consists of all general con- 
tracting business establishments specializing in the con- 
struction of residential buildings. Data provided deal with 
total outputs of these operations, the major proportion of 
which is residential construction. Minor portions of out- 
put include other construction such as non-residential 
building or heavy engineering. The construction output 
distribution of the industry is represented in Figure I.

General Review 


Users of the data are cautioned that Tables 1, 2 and 3 
report operating statistics in the sense that revenue and 
costs are adjusted for change in work in progress to 
represent value of construction put in place. The financial 
statistics in Tables 4 and 5 are based on income statement 
and balance sheet information as reported. Revenues are 
not adjusted and do not represent work put in place due 
to the fact that not all billings are recognized as revenue 
within the current year. 


Census results for 1983 indicate that the residential 
general building contracting industry performed $5,269 
million worth of construction and an additional $329 
million worth of other activities, amounting to a total 
gross revenue of $5,598 million. Included in this amount 
is a volume of $2,247 million of work sub-contracted out 
to trade contractors, leaving a volume of work done by 
own labour force of $3,351 million, with a wage content 
of $367 million. 


By far the larger proportion of the industry output 
consists of single detached housing. Among the three 
major structure types (single, double, apartment) this 
group commands 75%, with the multis accounting for the 
balance of 25%. For the other producers, mainly the real 
estate industry, the picture is the reverse, with multis at 
57% and singles at 43%. 


Consequently the market share of the residential con- 
struction industry is 42% in the singles market and 15% 
in multis and other. Thus, the industry specializes in 
single housing, which market was slightly smaller than 
the total market for multis and other in 1983. 


Table | provides industry characteristics by province 
and by size groups. The data by size group can be used for 
performance appraisal by firms in the industry and form 
a basis for economic analysis regarding concentration and 
scale of plant. 


The largest 69 firms produce 33% of total output, the 
largest 371 produce 56% and the largest 768 produce 
66%. With a 100 firm concentration ratio running at 
around 40% the industry compares favourably in terms of 
competitiveness with other industries, such as manufac- 
turing. Consideration of profit to revenue and profit to 
assets ratios at the total Canada level (as in Table 5) 
would indicate a plant size of between three-quarters and 
one million dollars to have an optimum scale in this 
industry. 


Variation in aggregate profit levels among provinces is 
depicted in Figure IV.

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Table 2 groups establishments by their specialization 
in either new or repair construction. Although relatively 
few firms specialize in repair construction the inputs give 
an interesting profile on this type of work. Repair firms 
have a relatively higher labour content and subcontract 
out relatively less. In coverage terms, specialization in 
repair is not very strong. Repair firms only do 60% of all 
repair work done by this industry. 


In Table 3 firms are grouped by percentage ranges of 
specialization in construction types. The specialization in 
this case is expressed as the percentage of major type of 
construction to total construction performed. Special- 
ization over time, by individual firms may not be very 
consistent, but, again, the interest of the table lies in the 
characteristics of the higher specialization ranges. The 
largest group consists of contractors specializing in the 
construction of single detached houses. In average volume 
terms this group is the smallest. Firms specializing in 
apartment building construction have a higher average 
size and subcontract content due to the nature of projects 
undertaken. 


Tables 4 and 5 present financial characteristics based 
on a sample of firms reporting both income statement and 
balance sheet information. While only some of the more 
commonly used financial ratios are listed in Table 5, the 
basic data for deriving additional ratios are available 
from Table 4. It may be pointed out that the profit to 
revenue ratio is based on gross revenue whereas for some 
analyses a net revenue basis (revenue minus sub- 
contracts) is more relevant. Profit to assets ratios for the 
industry may seem relatively high because of low invento- 
ries, low investment in plant and leasing. Similarly, 
equity ratios may be inflated and show variations over 
time due to financing through credit and carry over of 
deficits.

The data presented in this publication represent only a 
selected portion of total 1983 statistical information 
available on the residential general building contracting 
industry.

Définitions 


Les tranches de taille (tableaux 1, 4 et 5) sont établies a partir 
des recettes brutes d’exploitation. Avant 1975, elles l’étaient a 
partir des recettes brutes moins la valeur de la sous-traitance. 
Voir aussi la note 6 a la fin de la publication. 


La construction neuve (tableau 2) englobe tous les contrats 
visant l’exécution de nouveaux travaux. Cela comprend les 
additions, les modifications, les transformations et les rénovations 


where either a structural change takes place or the life of 
an existing asset is extended beyond its normal life 
expectancy. All other work is defined as repair construc- 
tion. This is generally construction necessitated by dam- 
age or deterioration and includes minor renovations and 
alterations made to maintain the operating efficiency of 
existing structures, other than maintenance type work. 


Types of construction (Table 3) are defined as 
follows: 


Single detached. This type is commonly called a “single 
house’. It contains only one dwelling unit which is 
completely separated on all sides from any other dwelling 
or structure. Included in this category are other residen- 
tial structures, consisting mainly of summer cottages, 
cabins, shacks and conversions. 


Double. This category includes dwelling units separated 
by a common wall extending from ground to roof. Single 
attached dwellings in structures consisting of only two 
dwelling units and structures originally designed, or 
structurally converted, to provide two dwelling units, one 
above the other and adjoining no other structure are 
classified as double. 


Row housing. All other single attached dwellings in rows 
of three or more are classified as row housing. 


Apartment building. Includes all dwellings of the apart- 
ment, flat-type other than the duplex-type mentioned 
above. 


This category includes: 


double-duplex, 

triplex, 

row-duplexes, 

apartments as commonly known, 

dwellings over, or at the back of a store or other non- 
residential structure. 


For purposes of the survey, the classification of build- 
ings is based on their ultimate use. For example a govern- 
ment office building is classified into the commercial 
category. 


Methodology 


In censuses prior to 1975, data were collected by direct 
survey questionnaire and made available at the reported 
level only. No estimate was made for non-response or for 
firms not included in the census. It was known, however, 
that the majority of missing firms were small and that the 
coverage in terms of dollar volume ranged from 85% to 
90% for most of the various sub-industry groups. For 
census cycles beginning 1975, a blend of direct survey and 
random sampling methods is used to provide universe 
estimates.

Tous les autres logements simples réunis en 
rangée de trois logements ou plus sont classés comme maisons en 
rangée. 


Cette catégorie comprend tous les logements du 
genre appartement ou plain-pied qui ne sont pas de la catégorie 
des duplex susmentionnés. 


Autrement dit, elle englobe: 


les duplex jumelés, 

les triplex, 

les duplex en rangée, 

les maisons d’appartements au sens courant du terme, 

les logements situés au-dessus ou 4a l’arriére d’un magasin ou 
d’une autre construction non résidentielle. 


Aux fins de l’enquéte, la classification des immeubles est 
fonction de leur usage ultime. A titre d’exemple, un immeuble a 
bureaux occupé par une administration publique est classé dans 
la catégorie des batiments commerciaux. 


Méthodologie 


Lors des recensements antérieurs 4 1975, les données ont été 
recueillies par voie de questionnaire direct et seuls les résultats 
des déclarations ont été rendus disponibles. Autrement dit, 
aucune estimation n’a été faite pour tenir compte des non- 
répondants et des entreprises non recensées. Or, on savait que la 
plupart des entreprises manquantes étaient petites et que les 
entreprises prises en compte intervenaient pour 85% a 90% du 
volume monétaire dans la plupart des divers sous-groupes de 
l'industrie. A partir du recensement de 1975, on a utilisé a la fois 
l’enquéte directe et |’échantillonnage aléatoire, afin d’obtenir des 
estimations pour l’ensemble de univers. 
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For 1983, construction firms were separated by total 
operating revenue into two groups: those with more than 
$750,000 annual revenue and those with annual revenue 
in the range of $10,000 to $750,000. The larger firms 
received the census long form, of which a copy is provided 
at the end of this publication. The smaller firms were 
stratified by sub-industry group, size range and province, 
from which a sample was selected for the collection of 
financial and non-financial data. The small firm universe 
was subdivided into small, medium and large firm groups 
- defined by annual operating revenue - which were then 
sampled at rates of 10%, 50% and 100% respectively. The 
financial information was obtained from administrative 
records provided by Revenue Canada. Non-financial data 
(i.e., Operating characteristics and labour data) were 
collected for a sub sample of this group, numbering 
approximately 7,000 contractors, by means of an abbre- 
viated survey form. The sample results were inflated to 
the universe level using the weight associated with each 
record in the sample. The weight for a record was calcu- 
lated as the inverse of its probability of inclusion in the 
sample (sampling rate). The large and small firm results 
were then merged and tabulated to produce the tables 
contained in this publication. 


Over the last three years, a comprehensive review was 
undertaken of sampling procedures, data qualities and 
methodologies employed in the generation of the Census 
of the Construction Industry small firm universe. As a 
result of this review, several methodology improvements 
were implemented resulting in better estimates.

L’univers des petites entreprises a 
été subdivisé en trois groupes comprenant les petites, moyennes et 
grandes entreprises (définis selon le revenu brut d’exploitation) ou 
nous avons appliqué la fraction de sondage de 10%, 50% et 100% 
respectivement.

Enfin, les résultats obtenus 
pour les grandes et petites entreprises ont été regroupés et 
totalisés pour donner les tableaux reproduits dans le présent 
bulletin. 


Au cours des trois derniéres années, nous avons entrepris une 
révision compléte de nos procédures d’échantillonnage, de la 
qualité des données et des méthodes utilisées pour recenser 
Punivers des petites entreprises de l’industrie de la construction. 
Cette révision nous a permis d’y apporter plusieurs améliorations 
méthodologiques produisant de meilleures estimations.

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Introduction 


The residential building industry, covered in this publi- 
cation, consists of all business establishments specializing 
in the construction of residential buildings. Data provided 
deal with total outputs of these operations, the major 
proportion of which is residential construction. Minor 
portions of output include other construction such as 
non-residential building or heavy engineering. The con- 
struction output distribution of the industry is repre- 
sented in Figure I.

Introduction

In addition to construction revenue, the total operating 
revenue of the industry includes revenues from other 
activities such as project management, rentals and sales 
of materials (e.g., item 23, Statistical Table 1). The 
residential building activity of the present industry does 
not by any means represent all residential building pro- 
duced in the country. Substantial portions are produced 
by: other segments of the construction industry, such as 
non-residential builders and prime trade contractors; 
owner builders who retain possession for rental purposes

Data from this annual are provided in Text Tables I to lV 
of the present publication.

General Review 


Users of the data are cautioned that Tables 1, 2 and 3 
report operating statistics in the sense that revenue and 
costs are adjusted for change in work in progress to 
represent value of construction put in place. The financial 
statistics in Tables 4 and 5 are based on income statement 
and balance sheet information as reported. Revenues are 
not adjusted and do not represent work put in place due 
to the fact that not all billings are recognized as revenue 
within the current year. 


Census results for 1984 indicate that the residential 
building industry performed $5,795 million worth of 
construction and an additional $175 million worth of 
other activities, amounting to a total gross revenue of 
$5,970 million. Included in this amount is a volume of 
$2,324 million of work sub-contracted out to trade con- 
tractors, leaving a volume of work done by own labour 
force of $3,646 million, with a wage content of $450 
million. 


By far the larger proportion of the industry output 
consists of single detached housing. Among the three 
major structure types (single, double, apartment) this 
group commands 80%, with the multis accounting for the 
balance of 20%. 


Consequently the market share of the residential con- 
struction industry is 72% in the singles market and 42% 
in multis and other. Thus, the industry specializes in 
single housing, which market was substantially larger 
than the total market for multis in 1984. 


An increasing portion of new residential construction 
taking place is renovation work. On a total activity basis 
it is known that currently around fifty per cent of all new 
residential expenditures are on renovating existing houses 
and buildings. Included in this type of work are contracts 
for alterations, conversions, additions, improvements, 
restoration, rehabilitation, retrofitting and 
reconstruction. 


No exact measure of renovation volume, performed by 
this industry is available from census results. As pointed 
out earlier, only a portion of all residential construction is 
performed by general contractors and this is especially 
true for renovation, where most of the work is undertaken 
by special trade or smaller contractors specializing in this 
type of work. The large firm subsample of the census 
(firms with more than $750,000 annual revenue: see 
Methodology, below) provides detail which includes the 
level of renovating activity. Tabulation shows that in 
1984, out of 753 establishments in this group, 85 reported 
involvement in renovation work; their total construction 
revenue was $400 million, out of which $141 million was 
derived from renovation.

Revue général

Table 1 provides industry characteristics by province 
and by size groups. The data by size group can be used for 
performance appraisal by firms in the industry and form 
a basis for economic analysis regarding concentration and 
scale of plant. 


The largest 63 firms produce 26% of total output, the 
largest 472 produce 52% and the largest 975 produce 
65%. With a 100 firm concentration ratio running at 
around 30% the industry compares favourably in terms of 
competitiveness with other industries, such as manufac- 
turing. Consideration of profit to revenue and profit to 
assets ratios at the total Canada level (as in Table 5) 
would indicate a plant size of between one and two million 
dollars to have an optimum scale in this industry. 


Variation in aggregate profit levels among provinces is 
depicted in Figure IV.

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Productivity does not vary significantly over the size 
groups. This, together with the large number of operators, 
indicates the absence of major returns to scale; expansion 
of output is to a large extent obtained by an increase in 
the number of firms. Machinery and equipment pur- 
chases may not give a clear picture of substitution of 
capital investment for labour due to a high incidence of 
equipment rental. It should be noted that size groups are 
based on current dollars. This causes an artificial 
movement toward the larger size groups over time. 


Table 2 groups establishments by their specialization 
in either new or repair construction. Although relatively 
few firms specialize in repair construction the inputs give 
an interesting profile on this type of work. Repair firms 
have a relatively higher labour content and subcontract 
out relatively less. In coverage terms, specialization in 
repair is not very strong. Repair firms only do 60% of all 
repair work done by this industry. 


In Table 3 firms are grouped by percentage ranges of 
specialization in construction types. The specialization in 
this case is expressed as the percentage of major type of 
construction to total construction performed. Special- 
ization over time, by individual firms may not be very 
consistent, but, again, the interest of the table lies in the 
characteristics of the higher specialization ranges. The 
largest group consists of contractors specializing in the 
construction of single detached houses. In average volume 
terms this group is the smallest. Firms specializing in 
apartment building construction have a higher average 
size and subcontract content due to the nature of projects 
undertaken. 


Tables 4 and 5 present financial characteristics based 
on a sample of firms reporting both income statement and 
balance sheet information. While only some of the more 
commonly used financial ratios are listed in Table 5, the 
basic data for deriving additional ratios are available 
from Table 4. It may be pointed out that the profit to 
revenue ratio is based on gross revenue whereas for some 
analyses a net revenue basis (revenue minus sub- 
contracts) is more relevant. Profit to assets ratios for the 
industry may seem relatively high because of low invento- 
ries, low investment in plant and leasing. Similarly, 
equity ratios may be inflated and show variations over 
time due to financing through credit and carry over of 
deficits.

La productivité ne varie pas beaucoup d’une tranche de taille 
a l’autre, et le nombre d’exploitants est élevé: il n’existe aucun 
rendement d’échelle sensible. L’accroissement de la production 
dépend, dans une large mesure, de l’augmentation du nombre 
d’entreprises. Les achats de machines et d’équipement ne donnent 
peut-étre pas une bonne idée de la mesure dans laquelle les 
immobilisations remplacent la main-d’oeuvre, car la location de 
machines et d’équipement est monnaie courante. Il convient de 
noter que les tranches de taille sont établies en dollars courants, 
ce qui provoque a la longue un déplacement artificiel vers les 
tranches supérieures. 


Le tableau 2 regroupe les établissements selon qu’ils se spéciali- 
sent dans la construction neuve ou dans les réparations. Bien 
qu’un nombre assez restreint d’entreprises se spécialisent dans les 
réparations, les entrées tracent un profil interessant de ce type de 
travaux. Les entreprises de réparation ont davantage recours a la 
main-d’oeuvre, tandis que la sous-traitance leur est relativement 
peu importante. La spécialisation dans les réparations représente 
une petite partie du champ d’observation: les entreprises de 
réparation n’exécutent que 60% de tous les travaux de réparation 
du secteur résidentiel. 


Au tableau 3, les entreprises sont regroupées selon le degré de 
spécialisation par genre de construction. Aux fins du tableau, la 
spécialisation est exprimée sous forme de pourcentage du genre 
principal de construction par rapport a l’ensemble des travaux 
exécutés. Une entreprise donnée peut changer sa spécialisation 
avec le temps, mais l’intérét du tableau provient des caractéristi- 
ques des proportions supérieures de spécialisation. Le groupe le 
plus nombreux réunit les entrepreneurs spécialisés dans la cons- 
truction de maisons individuelles; il s'agit par contre du groupe le 
moins important sur le plan du volume moyen. Les entreprises 
spécialisées dans la construction d’appartements ont, a cause de 
la nature des travaux a exécuter, une taille moyenne plus forte et 
elles font davantage appel a la sous-traitance. 


Les tableaux 4 et 5 présentent des caractéristiques financiéres 
établies a partir des données déclarées par un échantillon d’entre- 
prises sur leur bilan et sur leur état des résultats. Bien que le 
tableau 5 ne donne que les ratios financiers les plus utilisés, les 
données essentielles au calcul de ratios supplémentaires figurent 
au tableau 4. Il convient de noter que le rapport des bénéfices aux 
recettes est fondé sur les recettes brutes, tandis que les recettes 
nettes (les recettes moins la valeur de la sous-traitance) convien- 
nent mieux a certaines analyses. Le rapport des benéfices a l’avoir 
peut sembler relativement élevé pour |’ensemble de l'industrie a 
cause du faible niveau des stocks, des immobilisations et de la 
location. Par ailleurs, le rapport de l’avoir net peut étre gonflé et 
évoluer dans le temps en raison du recours au crédit et du rapport 
des déficits.

Definitions 


Size groups (Tables 1, 4 and 5) are based on gross 
operating revenue. Publications before 1975 had size 
groups based on gross revenue minus subcontracts. See 
also footnote 6 at end of publication. 


New construction (Table 2) is defined to include all 
contracts for new work put in place. This includes addi- 
tions, alterations, conversions and major renovations 
where either a structural change takes place or the life of 
an existing asset is extended beyond its normal life 
expectancy. All other work is defined as repair construc- 
tion. This is generally construction necessitated by dam- 
age or deterioration and includes minor renovations and 
alterations made to maintain the operating efficiency of 
existing structures, other than maintenance type work. 


Types of construction (Table 3) are defined as 
follows: 


Single detached. This type is commonly called a “single 
house”. It contains only one dwelling unit which is 
completely separated on all sides from any other dwelling 
or structure. Included in this category are other residen- 
tial structures, consisting mainly of summer cottages, 
cabins, shacks and conversions. 


Double. This category includes dwelling units separated 
by a common wall extending from ground to roof. Single 
attached dwellings in structures consisting of only two 
dwelling units and structures originally designed, or 
structurally converted, to provide two dwelling units, one 
above the other and adjoining no other structure are 
classified as double. 


Row housing. All other single attached dwellings in rows 
of three or more are classified as row housing. 


Apartment building. Includes all dwellings of the apart- 
ment, flat-type other than the duplex-type mentioned 
above. 


This category includes: 


double-duplex, 

triplex, 

row-duplexes, 

apartments as commonly known, 

dwellings over, or at the back of a store or other non- 
residential structure. : 


For purposes of the survey, the classification of build- 
ings is based on their ultimate use. For example a govern- 
ment office building is classified into the commercial 
category. 


Methodology 
For census cycles beginning 1975, a blend of direct survey 


and random sampling methods is used to provide universe 
estimates. 


Définitions 


Les tranches de taille (tableaux 1, 4 et 5) sont établies a partir 
des recettes brutes d’exploitation. Avant 1975, elles l’étaient a 
partir des recettes brutes moins la valeur de la sous-traitance. 
Voir aussi la note 6 a la fin de la publication. 


La construction neuye (tableau 2) englobe tous les contrats 
visant l’exécution de nouveaux travaux. Cela comprend les 
additions, les modifications, les transformations et les renovations 
importantes, qu’il s’agisse de changer la structure d’un immeuble 
ou de prolonger la vie d’un bien au-dela de sa durée de vie 
normale. Tous les autres travaux sont considérés comme des 
reparations. Celles-ci consistent habituellement en des travaux 
nécessités par l’endommagement ou la détérioration et elles 
englobent les rénovations et modifications mineures (autres que 
les travaux d’entretien) effectuées afin de maintenir l’efficacité 
opérationnelle de structures existantes. 


Voici la définition des divers genres de construction (tableau 
BS) 


Maison individuelle. Ce type de logement est communément 
appelé “maison unifamiliale”. I] ne contient qu’un logement 
complétement isolé, de tous cétés, d’un autre logement ou cons- 
truction. Cette catégorie englobe d’autres structures résidentiel- 
les, dont les chalets, cabines, huttes et logements transformés. 


Maison double. Cette catégorie comprend les logements séparés 
par un mur mitoyen s’élevant du sol au toit. Sont classés comme 
maisons doubles les logements simples jumelés faisant partie de 
structures ne comptant que deux logements et les structures 
construites ou transformées de fagon a donner deux logements 
situés lun au-dessus de l’autre sans autre construction 
attenante. 


Maisons en rangée. Tous les autres logements simples réunis en 
rangée de trois logements ou plus sont classés comme maisons en 
rangée. 


Appartements. Cette catégorie comprend tous les logements du 
genre appartement ou plain-pied qui ne sont pas de la catégorie 
des duplex susmentionnés. 


Autrement dit, elle englobe: 


les duplex jumelés, 

les triplex, 

les duplex en rangée, 

les maisons d’appartements au sens courant du terme, 

les logements situés au-dessus ou a l’arriere d’un magasin ou 
d’une autre construction non résidentielle. 


Aux fins de lenquéte, la classification des immeubles est 
fonction de leur usage ultime. A titre d’exemple, un immeuble a 
bureaux occupé par une administration publique est classé dans 
la catégorie des batiments commerciaux. 


Methodologie 
A partir du recensement de 1975, on a utilisé a la fois l’enquéte 


directe et l’échantillonnage aléatoire, afin d’obtenir des estima- 
tions pour |’ensemble de l’univers. 
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For 1984, construction firms were separated by total 
operating revenue into two groups: those with more than 
$750,000 annual revenue and those with annual revenue 
in the range of $10,000 to $750,000. The larger firms 
received the census long form, of which a copy is provided 
at the end of this publication. The smaller firms were 
stratified by sub-industry group, size range and province, 
from which a sample was selected for the collection of 
financial and non-financial data. The small firm universe 
was subdivided into small, medium and large firm groups 
- defined by annual operating revenue - which were then 
sampled at rates of 10%, 50% and 100% respectively. The 
financial information was obtained from administrative 
records provided by Revenue Canada. Non-financial data 
(i.e., operating characteristics and labour data) were 
collected for a sub sample of this group, numbering 
approximately 10,000 contractors, by means of an abbre- 
viated survey form. The sample results were inflated to 
the universe level using the weight associated with each 
record in the sample. The weight for a record was calcu- 
lated as the inverse of its probability of inclusion in the 
sample (sampling rate). The large and small firm results 
were then merged and tabulated to produce the tables 
contained in this publication. 


Pour le recensement de 1984, les entreprises de construction 
ont été réparties en deux groupes, selon que leurs recettes 
d’exploitation dépassaient $750,000 par an ou qu’elles s’établis- 
saient entre $10,000 et $750,000. Les grandes entreprises ont 
recu le questionnaire détaillé, dont un spécimen se trouve 4 la fin 
du présent bulletin. Les petites entreprises ont été stratifiées selon 
le groupe d’activité économique, la taille et la province; dans 
chaque strate, un échantillon a été tiré en vue de la collecte des 
données financiéres et autres. L’univers des petites entreprises a 
été subdivisé en trois groupes comprenant les petites, moyennes et 
grandes entreprises (définis selon le revenu brut d’exploitation) ou 
nous avons appliqué la fraction de sondage de 10%, 50% et 100% 
respectivement. Les renseignements financiers proviennent des 
dossiers administratifs de Revenu Canada. Afin de recueillir les 
données non financiéres (c’est-a-dire les caractéristiques d’exploi- 
tation et les données sur la main-d’oeuvre), on a fait parvenir un 
questionnaire abrégé a un sous-échantillon de ce groupe comptant 
a peut prés 10,000 entrepreneurs.

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Highlights 


Selected highlights from the 1985 Residential 
Census indicated that: 


e The construction of single-family dwellings domi- 
nated the industry’s output with 73.1%, while 
multiple housing units accounted for 17.7%. Non- 
residential construction represented the balance 
abl o2a- 


e The industry had a total operating revenue of 6.8 
billion in 1985. This represented an increase of 
15.3% over 1984. 


¢ Total operating revenue increased in all provinces 
with the exception of Alberta which posted a 5% 
decrease. The greatest increases occurred in 
Prince Edward Island (68.6%), Nova Scotia 
(56.8%) and Manitoba (46.3%). The remaining 
provinces had increases in the range of 3.4% to 
16.9%. 


e The 15,992 firms in the industry had an average 
total operating revenue in 1985 of $430,623, up 
only slightly over the previous year’s average of 
$429,938. Increases in Newfoundland, Prince 
Edward Island, Nova Scotia, Manitoba and Brit- 
ish Columbia which ranged from 5.34% to 
34.95%, were largely offset by decreases in the 
average total operating revenue ranging from 
1.72% to 11.45% in the remaining provinces.

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Introduction 


The residential building industry, covered in this publi- 
cation, consists of all business establishments specializing 
in the construction of residential buildings. Data provided 
deal with total outputs of these operations, the major 
proportion of which is residential construction. Minor 
portions of output include other construction such as 
non-residential building or heavy engineering. The con- 
struction output distribution of the industry is repre- 
sented in Figure I.

Introduction

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It can be seen that residential construction with 35.4% 
commands more than a third of all construction per- 
formed in Canada. In dollar volume terms this represents

General Review 


Users of the data are cautioned that Tables 1, 2 and 3 
report operating statistics in the sense that revenue and 
costs are adjusted for change in work in progress to 
represent value of construction put in place. The financial 
statistics in Tables 4 and 5 are based on income statement 
and balance sheet information as reported. Revenues are 
not adjusted and do not represent work put in place due 
to the fact that not all billings are recognized as revenue 
within the current year. 


Census results for 1985 indicate that the residential 
building industry performed $6,656 million worth of 
construction and an additional $230 million worth of 
other activities, amounting to a total gross revenue of 
$6,886 million. Included in this amount is a volume of 
$2,657 million of work sub-contracted out to trade con- 
tractors, leaving a volume of work done by own labour 
force of $4,229 million, with a wage content of $531 
million. 


By far the larger proportion of the industry output 
consists of single detached housing. Among the three 
major structure types (single, double, apartment) this 
group commands 80%, with the multis accounting for the 
balance of 20%. 


Consequently the market share of the residential con- 
struction industry is 70.4% in the singles market and 
40.9% in multis and other. Thus, the industry specializes 
in single housing, which market was substantially larger 
than the total market for multis in 1985. 


An increasing portion of new residential construction 
taking place is renovation work. On a total activity basis 
it is known that currently around 45% of all new residen- 
tial expenditures are on renovating existing houses and 
buildings. Included in this type of work are contracts for 
alterations, conversions, additions, improvements, resto- 
ration, rehabilitation, retrofitting and reconstruction. 


No exact measure of renovation volume, performed by 
this industry is available from census results. As pointed 
out earlier, only a portion of all residential construction is 
performed by general contractors and this is especially 
true for renovation, where most of the work is undertaken 
by special trade or smaller contractors specializing in this 
type of work. The large firm subsample of the census 
(firms with more than $750,000 annual revenue: see 
Methodology, below) provides detail which includes the 
level of renovating activity. Tabulation shows that in 
1985, out of 967 establishments in this group, 218 re- 
ported involvement in renovation work; their total con- 
struction revenue was $593 million, out of which $146 
million was derived from renovation.

Revue général

Table 1 provides industry characteristics by province 
and by size groups. The data by size group can be used for 
performance appraisal by firms in the industry and form 
a basis for economic analysis regarding concentration and 
scale of plant. 


The largest 66 firms produce 23% of total output, the 
largest 565 produce 51% and the largest 1,206 produce 
65%. With a 100 firm concentration ratio running at 
around 30% the industry compares favourably in terms of 
competitiveness with other industries, such as manufac- 
turing. Consideration of profit to revenue and profit to 
assets ratios at the total Canada level (as in Table 5) 
would indicate a plant size of between one and two million 
dollars to have an optimum scale in this industry. 


Variation in aggregate profit levels among provinces is 
depicted in Figure IV.

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Productivity does not vary significantly over the size 
groups. This, together with the large number of operators, 
indicates the absence of major returns to scale; expansion 
of output is to a large extent obtained by an increase in 
the number of firms. Machinery and equipment pur- 
chases may not give a clear picture of substitution of 
capital investment for labour due to a high incidence of 
equipment rental. It should be noted that size groups are 
based on current dollars. This causes an artificial 
movement toward the larger size groups over time. 


Table 2 groups establishments by their specialization 
in either new or repair construction. Although relatively 
few firms specialize in repair construction the inputs give 
an interesting profile on this type of work. Repair firms 
have a relatively higher labour content and subcontract 
out relatively less. In coverage terms, specialization in 
repair is not very strong. Repair firms only do 60% of all 
repair work done by this industry. 


In Table 3 firms are grouped by percentage ranges of 
specialization in construction types. The specialization in 
this case is expressed as the percentage of major type of 
construction to total construction performed. Special- 
ization over time, by individual firms may not be very 
consistent, but, again, the interest of the table lies in the 
characteristics of the higher specialization ranges. The 
largest group consists of contractors specializing in the 
construction of single detached houses. In average volume 
terms this group is the smallest. Firms specializing in 
apartment building construction have a higher average 
size and subcontract content due to the nature of projects 
undertaken. 


Tables 4 and 5 present financial characteristics based 
on a sample of firms reporting both income statement and 
balance sheet information. While only some of the more 
commonly used financial ratios are listed in Table 5, the 
basic data for deriving additional ratios are available 
from Table 4. It may be pointed out that the profit to 
revenue ratio is based on gross revenue whereas for some 
analyses a net revenue basis (revenue minus sub- 
contracts) is more relevant. Profit to assets ratios for the 
industry may seem relatively high because of low invento- 
ries, low investment in plant and leasing. Similarly, 
equity ratios may be inflated and show variations over 
time due to financing through credit and carry over of 
deficits.

The data presented in this publication represent only a 
selected portion of total 1985 statistical information 
available on the residential building industry. Additional 
breakdowns, statistics and definitions are available to 
users subject to the conditions of the Statistics Act.

La productivité ne varie pas beaucoup d’une tranche de taille 
a l’autre, ceci avec le nombre élevé d’exploitation démontre qu’il 
n’existe aucun rendement d’échelle. L’accroissement de la pro- 
duction dépend, dans une large mesure, de l’augmentation du 
nombre d’entreprises. Les achats de machines et d’€quipement ne 
donnent peut-étre pas une bonne idée de la mesure de substitution 
du capital par le travail 4 cause du recours courant 4 la location 
de machines et d’équipement. II convient de noter que les tranches 
de taille sont établies en dollars courants, ce qui provoque a la 
longue un déplacement artificiel vers les tranches supérieures. 


Le tableau 2 regroupe les établissements selon qu’ils se spéciali- 
sent dans la construction neuve ou dans les réparations. Bien 
qu’un nombre assez restreint d’entreprises se spécialisent dans les 
réparations, les intrants tracent un profil intéressant de ces types 
de travaux. Les entreprises de réparation ont davantage recours 
a la main-d’oeuvre, tandis que la sous-traitance leur est relative- 
ment peu importante. La spécialisation dans les réparations 
représente une petite partie du champ d’observation: les entrepri- 
ses de réparation n’exécutent que 60% de tous les travaux de 
réparation du secteur résidentiel. 


Au tableau 3, les entreprises sont regroupées selon le degré de 
spécialisation par genre de construction. Aux fins du tableau, la 
spécialisation est exprimée sous forme de pourcentage du genre 
principal de construction par rapport a l’ensemble des travaux 
exécutés. Une entreprise donnée peut changer sa spécialisation 
dans le temps, mais |’intérét du tableau provient des caractéristi- 
ques des proportions supérieures de spécialisation. Le groupe le 
plus nombreux réunit les entrepreneurs spécialisés dans la cons- 
truction de maisons individuelles; il s’agit par contre du groupe le 
moins important sur le plan du volume moyen. Les entreprises 
spécialisées dans la construction d’appartements ont, 4 cause de 
la nature des travaux a exécuter, une taille moyenne plus forte et 
elles font davantage appel a la sous-traitance. 


Les tableaux 4 et 5 présentent des caractéristiques financiéres 
d’un échantillon d’entreprises établies 4 partir des données 
déclarées dans leurs états financiers. Bien que le tableau 5 ne 
donne que les ratios financiers les plus utilisés, les données 
essentielles au calcul de ratios supplémentaires figurent au 
tableau 4. Il convient de noter que le rapport des bénéfices aux 
recettes est fondé sur les recettes brutes, tandis que les recettes 
nettes (les recettes moins la valeur de la sous-traitance) convien- 
nent mieux a certaines analyses. Le rapport des bénéfices a l’actif 
peut sembler relativement élevé pour l’ensemble de l’industrie a 
cause du faible niveau des stocks, des immobilisations et de la 
location. Par ailleurs, le rapport de l’avoir net peut étre gonflé et 
évolué dans le temps en raison du recours au crédit et du rapport 
des déficits.

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Definitions 


Size groups (Tables 1, 4 and 5) are based on gross 
operating revenue. Publications before 1975 had size 
groups based on gross revenue minus subcontracts. See 
also footnote 6 at end of publication. 


New construction (Table 2) is defined to include all 
contracts for new work put in place. This includes addi- 
tions, alterations, conversions and major renovations 
where either a structural change takes place or the life of 
an existing asset is extended beyond its normal life 
expectancy. All other work is defined as repair construc- 
tion. This is generally construction necessitated by dam- 
age or deterioration and includes minor renovations and 
alterations made to maintain the operating efficiency of 
existing structures, other than maintenance type work. 


Types of construction (Table 3) are defined as 
follows: 


Single detached. This type is commonly called a “single 
house”. It contains only one dwelling unit which is 
completely separated on all sides from any other dwelling 
or structure. Included in this category are other residen- 
tial structures, consisting mainly of summer cottages, 
cabins, shacks and conversions. 


Double. This category includes dwelling units separated 
by a common wall extending from ground to roof. Single 
attached dwellings in structures consisting of only two 
dwelling units and structures originally designed, or 
structurally converted, to provide two dwelling units, one 
above the other and adjoining no other structure are 
classified as double. 


Row housing. All other single attached dwellings in rows 
of three or more are classified as row housing. 


Apartment building. Includes all dwellings of the apart- 
ment, flat-type other than the duplex-type mentioned 
above. 


This category includes: 


double-duplex, 

triplex, 

row-duplexes, 

apartments as commonly known, 

dwellings over, or at the back of a store or other non- 
residential structure. 


For purposes of the survey, the classification of build- 
ings is based on their ultimate use. For example a govern- 
ment office building is classified into the commercial 
category. 


Methodology 


Background. For the Census of Construction, a blend of 
direct survey and random sampling methods is used to 
provide universe estimates. Construction firms are sepa- 
rated into two groups: those with more than $749,999 
annual revenue and those with revenues in the range 


Définitions 


Les tranches de taille (tableaux 1, 4 et 5) sont établies 4 partir 
des recettes brutes d’exploitation.

La construction neuve (tableau 2) englobe tous les contrats 
visant l’exécution de nouveaux travaux. Cela comprend les 
additions, les modifications, les transformations et les rénovations 
importantes, qu’il s’agisse de changer la structure d’un immeuble 
ou de prolonger la vie d’un bien au-dela de sa durée de vie 
normale. Tous les autres travaux sont considérés comme des 
reparations. Celles-ci consistent habituellement en des travaux 
nécessités par l’endommagement ou la détérioration et elles 
englobent les rénovations et modifications mineures (autres que 
les travaux d’entretien) effectuées afin de maintenir l’efficacité 
opérationnelle de structures existantes. 


Voici la définition des divers genres de construction (tableau 
3): 


Maison individuelle. Ce type de logement est communément 
appelé “maison unifamiliale”’. I] ne contient qu’un logement 
compleétement isolé, de tous cétés, d’un autre logement ou cons- 
truction. Cette catégorie englobe d’autres structures résidentiel- 
les, dont les chalets, cabines, huttes et logements transformés. 


Maison double. Cette catégorie comprend les logements séparés 
par un mur mitoyen s’élevant du sol au toit. Sont classés comme 
maisons doubles les logements simples jumelés faisant partie de 
structures ne comptant que deux logements et les structures 
construites ou transformées de fagon 4 donner deux logements 
situés l'un au-dessus de lautre sans autre construction 
attenante. 


Maisons en rangée. Tous les autres logements simples réunis en 
rangée de trois logements ou plus sont classés comme maisons en 
rangée. 


Appartements. Cette catégorie comprend tous les logements du 
genre appartement ou plain-pied qui ne sont pas de la catégorie 
des duplex susmentionnés. 


Autrement dit, elle englobe: 


les duplex jumelés, 

les triplex, 

les duplex en rangée, 

les maisons d’appartements au sens courant du terme, 

les logements situés au-dessus ou a l’arriére d’un magasin ou 
d’une autre construction non résidentielle. 


Aux fins de l’enquéte, la classification des immeubles est 
fonction de leur usage ultime. A titre d’exemple, un immeuble a 
bureaux occupé par une administration publique est classé dans 
la catégorie des batiments commerciaux. 


Méthodologie 


Contexte. Dans le recensement de la construction, on utilise un 
mélange d’enquétes directes et d’échantillonnages aléatoires pour 
obtenir des estimations de |’univers. Les entreprises du secteur de 
la construction sont classées dans deux groupes: celles dont les 
recettes annuelles dépassent $749,999, et celles dont les recettes 
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$10,000-$749,999. The larger firms are sent a census 
questionnaire. The smaller firms are stratified by sub- 
industry group, size range and province, from which 
samples are selected for the collection of financial and 


non-financial data. Financial data are transcribed from |. 


administrative records provided by Revenue Canada. The 
sampling rate varies between 10% and 50% for firms 
between $10,000 and $374,999 annual revenue. Financial 
data are transcribed for all firms having total operating 
revenue in the range of $375,000 to $749,999. Non- 
financial data (e.g. type of construction specializations, 
labour characteristics etc.) are collected from a sub 
sample of this group, numbering approximately 14,000 
contractors, by means of a condensed survey form. The 
sample results are inflated to universe levels using the 
weight associated with each record in the sample. The 
weight for a record is calculated as the inverse of its 
probability of selection in the sample (sampling ratio). 


Coverage. The principal source of updates for the Census 
of construction are administrative files of incorporated 
and unincorporated businesses. Since these sources can be 
up to a year out of date, the Departmental Business 
Register is used to supplement these updates. This regis- 
ter is principally sourced from Pay Deduction Accounts 
(another administrative source) provided monthly by 
Revenue Canada. It is also sourced from most Statistics 
Canada business surveys with which it is linked. 


Sampling Error. Beginning with the 1986 data year, it 
will be possible to calculate estimates of standard error. 
For 1985 and prior years, however, the various samples 
used to create the estimates for the small firm segment 
were not completely random and sampling errors could 
not be generated; however, it is felt that for the period 
1981-1985, the error was very small for most components 
due to the large sample sizes. 


Response Rates. The overall response rates for the large 
firms approximates 95 per cent. For the remaining 5 per 
cent, administrative data from Revenue Canada, coupled 
with imputation for non available data items, are used. 
For the small firm sample portion, the response is close to 
100 per cent. 


Comparability Over Time. Data for the period 1981-1985 
are reasonably comparable. In years prior to 1981, the 
data suffer from varying degrees of understatement due 
to less than complete samples. This is particularly true of 
industries dominated by large numbers of small busi- 
nesses (e.g. trade and house building contractors). It 
should be noted, however, that while the magnitudes are 
less consistent, the use of the data in ratio form is quite 
valid due to the large sample sizes. 


Benchmarking and revisions. Estimates prior to 1981 have 
not been revised. Statistics Canada will assess the feasi- 
bility of reprocessing the data for the period 1975-1980 
through the current methodology. 


Comparability With Other Data Sources. A reconciliation 
of industry volume with data produced by the Science,

Comparabilité dans le temps. Les données pour la période 1981-

Comparabilité avec les autres sources de données. Un rapproche- 
ment de l’activité de la branche et des données produites par la 
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Technology and Capital Stock Division of Statistics 
Canada on total construction activity produced through 
its Capital Investment Surveys is done annually. As well, 
periodic reconciliations have been carried out on employ- 
ment data collected on the Census with similar data 
generated by the Survey of Earnings, Employment and 
Payrolls and the Labor Force Survey. For further infor- 
mation please contact the Industry Division of Statistics 
Canada. 


Editing of Questionnaires. Data received from respon- 
dents is both manually and machine edited. Rejects are 
scrutinized and, if warranted, respondents are contacted 
again. Previous years’ reports, as well as administrative 
data, are also used as sources for missing or incomplete 
data.

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Highlights Faits saillants 


Selected highlights from the 1986 Residential Census 
indicate that:

construction of single-family dwellings 
dominated the industry’s output with 75.5%, while 
multiple housing units accounted for 18.2%. 
Non-residential construction represented the 
balance at 6.3%. 


The industry had a total operating revenue of $8.5 
billion in 1986. This represents an increase of 
24.1% over 1985. 


Total operating revenue increased in all provinces 
with the exception of Prince-Edward-lsland and 
Manitoba which posted a 21.1% and 16.5% 
decrease respectively. The greatest increases 
occurred in Newfoundland (76.1%), Quebec 
(33.6%) and Ontario (32.4%). The remaining 
provinces had increases in the range of 7.7% to 
25.9%. 


The 19,854 firms in the industry had an average 
total operating revenue in 1986 of $430,581, down 
slightly from the previous year’s average of 
$430,623. Increases in Newfoundland, Nova 
Scotia, New Brunswick, Quebec and Ontario which 
ranged from 6.6% to 17.7%, were largely offset by 
decreases in the average total operating revenue 
ranging from 10.6% to 34.4% in the remaining 
provinces. 


The province of Newfoundland experienced the 
biggest increase in the average operating revenue 
(17.7%); however its share of the total output went 
down from 5.0% in 1985 to 1.3% in 1986. The

The residential building industry, covered in this 
publication, consists of all business establishments 
specializing in the construction of residential 
buildings. Data provided deal with total outputs of 
these operations, the major proportion of which is 
residential construction. Minor portions of output 
include other construction such as non-residential 
building or heavy engineering. The construction 
output distribution of the industry is represented in 
Figure I.

General Review 


Users of the data are cautioned that Tables 1, 2 and 
3 report operating statistics in the sense that revenue 
and costs are adjusted for change in work in progress 
to represent value of construction put in place. The 
financial statistics in Tables 4 and 5 are based on 
income statement and balance sheet information as 
reported. Revenues are not adjusted and do not 
represent work put in place due to the fact that not all 
billings are recognized as revenue within the current 
year. 


Census results for 1986 indicate that the residential 
building industry performed $8,371 million worth of 
construction and an additional $178 million worth of 
other activities, amounting to a total gross revenue of 
$8,549 million. Included in this amount is a volume of 
$3,150 million of work sub-contracted out to trade 
contractors, leaving a volume of work done by own 
labour force of $5,399 million, with a wage content of 
$644 million. 


By far the larger proportion of the industry output 
consists of single detached housing. Among the four 
major structure types (single, double, row, apartment) 
this group commands 80%, with the multis 
accounting for the balance of 20%. 


Consequently the market share of the residential 
construction industry is 70.4% in the singles market 
and 40.9% in multis and other. Thus, the industry 
specializes in single housing, which market was 
substantially larger than the total market for multis in 
1986. 


An increasing portion of new residential construction 
taking place is renovation work. On a total activity 
basis it is known that currently around 43% of all new 
residential expenditures are on renovating existing 
houses and buildings. Included in this type of work 
are contracts for alterations, conversions, additions, 
improvements, restoration, rehabilitation, retrofitting 
and reconstruction. 


No exact measure of renovation volume, performed 
by this industry is available from census results. As 
pointed out earlier, only a portion of all residential 
construction is performed by general contractors and 
this is especially true for renovation, where most of 
the work is undertaken by special trade or smaller 
contractors specializing in this type of work. The large 
firm subsample of the census (firms with more than 
$750,000 annual revenue: see Methodology, below) 
provides detail which includes the level of renovating 
activity.

establishments in this group, 237 reported 
involvement in renovation work; their _ total 
construction revenue was $628 million, out of which 
$176 million was derived from renovation. 


Table 1 provides industry characteristics by province 
and by size groups. The data by size group can be 
used for performance appraisal by firms in the 
industry and form a basis for economic analysis 
regarding concentration and scale of plant. 


The largest 79 firms produce 23% of total output, the 
largest 719 produce 53% and the largest 1,478 
produce 66%. With a 100 firm concentration ratio 
running at around 25% the industry compares 
favourably in terms of competitiveness with other 
industries, such as manufacturing. Consideration of 
profit to revenue and profit to assets ratios at the total 
Canada level (as in Table 5) would indicate a plant 
size of between one and two million dollars to have 
an optimum scale in this industry. 


Variation in aggregate profit levels among provinces 
is depicted in Figure IV.

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Productivity does not vary significantly over the size 
groups. This, together with the large number of 
operators, indicates the absence of major returns to 
scale; expansion of output is to a large extent 
obtained by an increase in the number of firms. 
Machinery and equipment purchases may not give a 
clear picture of substitution of capital investment for 
labour due to a high incidence of equipment rental. It 
should be noted that size groups are based on 
current dollars. This causes an artificial movement 
toward the larger size groups over time. 


Table 2 groups establishments by their specialization 
in either new or repair construction. Although 
relatively few firms specialize in repair construction 
the inputs give an interesting profile on this type of 
work. Repair firms have a relatively higher labour 
content and subcontract out relatively less. In 
coverage terms, specialization in repair is not very 
strong. Repair firms do 64% of all repair work done 
by this industry. 


In Table 3 firms are grouped by percentage ranges of 
specialization in construction types. The specialization 
in this case is expressed as the percentage of major 
type of construction to total construction performed. 
Specialization over time, by individual firms may not 
be very consistent, but, again, the interest of the table 
lies in the characteristics of the higher specialization 
ranges. The largest group consists of contractors 
specializing in the construction of single detached 
houses. In average volume terms this group is the 
smallest. Firms specializing in apartment building 
construction have a higher average size and 
subcontract content due to the nature of projects 
undertaken. 


Tables 4 and 5 present financial characteristics based 
on a sample of firms reporting both income statement 
and balance sheet information. While only some of 
the more commonly used financial ratios are listed in 
Table 5, the basic data for deriving additional ratios 
are available from Table 4. It may be pointed out that 
the profit to revenue ratio is based on gross revenue 
whereas for some analyses a net revenue basis 
(revenue minus sub-contracts) is more relevant. Profit 
to assets ratios for the industry may seem relatively 
high because of low inventories, low investment in 
plant and leasing. Similarly, equity ratios may be 
inflated and show variations over time due to 
financing through credit and carry over of deficits. 


La productivité ne varie pas beaucoup d’une tranche de taille 
a l'autre, ceci avec le nombre élevé d’exploitation démontre 
qu'il n’existe aucun rendement d’échelle. L’accroissement de 
la production dépend, dans une large mesure, de 
"augmentation du nombre d’entreprises. Les achats de 
machines et d’équipement ne donnent peut-étre pas une 
bonne idée de la mesure de substitution du capital par le 
travail a cause du recours courant a la location de machines 
et d’équipement. Il convient de noter que les tranches de 
taille sont établies en dollars courants, ce qui provoque a la 
longue un déplacement artificiel vers les tranches 
supérieures. 


Le tableau 2 regroupe les établissements selon qu’ils se 
spécialisent dans la construction neuve ou dans les 
réparations. Bien qu’un nombre assez restreint d’entreprises 
se spécialisent dans les réparations, les intrants tracent un 
profil interessant de ces types de travaux. Les entreprises de 
réparation ont davantage recours a la main-d’oeuvre, tandis 
que la sous-traitance leur est relativement peu importante. La 
spécialisation dans les réparations représente une petite 
partie du champ d’observation: les entreprises de réparation 
exécutent 64% de tous les travaux de réparation du secteur 
résidentiel. 


Au tableau 3, les entreprises sont regroupées selon le degré 
de spécialisation par genre de construction. Aux fins du 
tableau, la spécialisation est exprimée sous forme de 
pourcentage du genre principal de construction par rapport a 
l'ensemble des travaux exécutés. Une entreprise donnée 
peut changer sa spécialisation dans le temps, mais l’intérét 
du tableau provient des caractéristiques des proportions 
Supérieures de spécialisation. Le groupe le plus nombreux 
reunit les entrepreneurs spécialisés dans la construction de 
maisons individuelles; il s’agit par contre du groupe le moins 
important sur le plan du volume moyen. Les entreprises 
specialisées dans la construction d’appartements ont, a 
cause de la nature des travaux a exécuter, une taille 
moyenne plus forte et elles font davantage appel a la 
sous-traitance. 


Les tableaux 4 et 5 présentent des caractéristiques 
financiéres d'un échantillon d’entreprises établies a partir des 
données déclarées dans leurs états financiers. Bien que le 
tableau 5 ne donne que les ratios financiers les plus utilisés, 
les données essentielles au calcul de ratios supplémentaires 
figurent au tableau 4. Il convient de noter que le rapport des 
bénéfices aux recettes est fondé sur les recettes brutes, 
tandis que les recettes nettes (les recettes moins la valeur de 
la sous-traitance) conviennent mieux a certaines analyses. Le 
rapport des bénéfices a |l’actif peut sembler relativement 
élevé pour l'ensemble de l'industrie a cause du faible niveau 
des stocks, des immobilisations et de la location. Par ailleurs, 
le rapport de l’avoir net peut étre gonflé et évolué dans le 
temps en raison du recours au crédit et du rapport des 
déficits. 
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Definitions 


Size groups (Tables 1, 4 and 5) are based on gross 
operating revenue. Publications before 1975 had size 
groups based on gross revenue minus subcontracts. 
See also footnote 6 at end of publication. 


New construction (Table 2) is defined to include all 
contracts for new work put in place. This includes 
additions, alterations, conversions and major 
renovations where either a structural change takes 
place or the life of an existing asset is extended 
beyond its normal life expectancy. All other work is 
defined as repair construction. This is generally 
construction necessitated by damage or deterioration 
and includes minor renovations and alterations made 
to maintain the operating efficiency of existing 
structures, other than maintenance type work. 


Types of construction (Table 3) are defined as 
follows: 


Single detached. This type is commonly called a 
"single house". It contains only one dwelling unit 
which is completely separated on all sides from any 
other dwelling or structure. Included in this category 
are other residential structures, consisting mainly of 
summer cottages, cabins, shacks and conversions. 


Double. This category includes dwelling units 
separated by a common wall extending from ground 
to roof. Single attached dwellings in structures 
consisting of only two dwelling units and structures 
Originally designed, or structurally converted, to 
provide two dwelling units, one above the other and 
adjoining no other structure are classified as double. 


Row housing. All other single attached dwellings in 
rows of three or more are classified as row housing. 


Apartment building. Includes all dwellings of the 
apartment, flat-type other than the duplex-type 
mentioned above. 


This category includes: 


double-duplex, 

triplex, 

row-duplexes, 

apartments as commonly known, 

dwellings over, or at the back of a store or other 
non-residential structure. 


For purposes of the survey, the classification of 
buildings is based on their ultimate use. For example 
a government office building is classified into the 
commercial category. 


Définitions 


Les tranches de taille (tableaux 1, 4 et 5) sont établies a 
partir des recettes brutes d’exploitation. Avant 1975, elles 
étaient a partir des recettes brutes moins la valeur de la 
sous-traitance. Voir aussi la note 6 a la fin de la publication. 


La construction neuve (tableau 2) englobe tous les contrats 
visant l’exécution de nouveaux travaux. Cela comprend les 
additions, les modifications, les transformations et les 
rénovations importantes, qu’il s’agisse de changer la 
structure d'un immeuble ou de prolonger la vie d’un bien 
au-dela de sa durée de vie normale. Tous les autres travaux 
sont considérés comme des réparations. Celles-ci 
consistent habituellement en des travaux nécessités par 
"'endommagement ou la détérioration et elles englobent les 
rénovations et modifications mineures (autres que les travaux 
d’entretien) effectuées afin de maintenir  l’efficacité 
opérationnelle de structures existantes. 


Voici la définition des divers genres de construction (tableau 
3): 


Maison __individuelle. Ce type de logement est 
communément appelé "maison unifamiliale”. Il ne contient 
qu'un logement complétement isolé, de tous cdtés, d’un 
autre logement ou construction. Cette catégorie englobe 
d’autres structures résidentielles, dont les chalets, cabines, 
huttes et logements transformés. 


Maison double. Cette catégorie comprend les logements 
séparés par un mur mitoyen s’élevant du sol au toit. Sont 
classés comme maisons doubles les logements simples 
jumelés faisant partie de structures ne comptant que deux 
logements et les structures construites ou transformées de 
facon a donner deux logements situés I’'un au-dessus de 
l'autre sans autre construction attenante. 


Maisons en rangée. Tous les autres logements simples 
réunis en rangée de trois logements ou plus sont classes 
comme maisons en rangée. 


Appartements. Cette catégorie comprend tous les 
logements du genre appartement ou plain-pied qui ne sont 
pas de la catégorie des duplex susmentionnés. 


Autrement dit, elle englobe: 


les duplex jumelés, 

les triplex, 

les duplex en rangée, 

les maisons d’appartements au sens courant du terme, 

les logements situés au-dessus ou a |’arriere d’un magasin 
ou d’une autre construction non résidentielle. 


Aux fins de l’enquéte, la classification des immeubles est 
fonction de leur usage ultime. A titre d’exemple, un immeuble 
a bureaux occupé par une administration publique est classé 
dans la catégorie des batiments commerciaux. 
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Methodology 


Background. For the Census of Construction, a 
blend of direct survey and random sampling methods 
is used to provide universe estimates. Construction 
firms are separated into two groups: those with more 
than $749,999 annual revenue and those with 
revenues in the range $10,000-$749,999. The larger 
firms are sent a census questionnaire. The smaller 
firms are stratified by sub-industry group, size range 
and province, from which samples are selected for 
the collection of financial and non-financial data. 
Financial data are transcribed from administrative 
records provided by Revenue Canada. The sampling 
rate varies between 10% and 50% for firms between 
$10,000 and $374,999 annual revenue. Financial data 
are transcribed for all firms having total operating 
revenue in the range of $375,000 to $749,999. 
Non-financial data (e.g. type of construction 
specializations, labour characteristics etc.) are 
collected from a sub sample of this group, numbering 
approximately 14,000 contractors, by means of a 
condensed survey form. The sample results are 
inflated to universe levels using the weight associated 
with each record in the sample. The weight for a 
record is calculated as the inverse of its probability of 
selection in the sample (sampling ratio). 


Coverage. The principal source of mailing frame 
updates for the Census of Construction are 
administrative files of incorporated and 
unincorporated businesses. Since these sources can 
be up to a year out of date, the Departmental 
Business Register is used to supplement these 
updates. This register is principally sourced from Pay 
Deduction Accounts (another administrative source) 
provided monthly by Revenue Canada. It is also 
sourced from most Statistics Canada business 
surveys with which it is linked. 


Sampling Error. Beginning with the 1986 data year, 
it is possible to calculate estimates of standard error. 
For 1985 and prior years the various samples used to 
create the estimates for the small firm segment were 
not completely random and sampling errors could not 
be generated; however, it is felt that for the period 
1981-1985, the error was very small for most 
components due to the large sample sizes. 


Response Rates. The overall response rates for the 
large firms approximates 95 per cent. For the 
remaining 5 per cent, administrative data from 
Revenue Canada, coupled with imputation for non 
available data items, are used. For the small firm 
sample portion, the response is close to 100 per cent. 


Methodologie 


Contexte. Dans le recensement de la construction, on utilise 
un mélange d’enquétes directes et d’échantillonnages 
aléatoires pour obtenir des estimations de l’univers. Les 
entreprises du secteur de la construction sont classées dans 
deux groupes: celles dont les recettes annuelles dépassent 
$749,999, et celles dont les recettes sont comprises entre 
$10,000 et $749,999. Les entreprises plus importantes 
regoivent un questionnaire de recensement. Les entreprises 
plus petites sont classées par groupe de sous-activités, taille 
et province, et des échantillons sont tirés pour la collecte des 
données _financiéres_ et non-financiéres. Les données 
financiéres sont transcrites a partir des dossiers administratifs 
fournis par Revenu Canada. Le taux d’échantilionnage est 
compris entre 10% et 50% pour les entreprises dont les 
recettes annuelles sont comprises entre $10,000 et $374,999. 
Les données financiéres de toutes les compagnies ayant des 
recettes comprises entre $375,000 et $749,999 sont 
transcrites. Les données non-financiéres (spécialisations en 
construction, Caractéristiques de la main d’oeuvre, etc.) sont 
recueillies auprés d’un sous-échantillon de ce groupe, se 
composant d’environ 14,000 entrepreneurs, grace a un 
questionnaire d’enquéte condensé. Les résultats de 
'échantillon sont extrapolés au niveau de l’univers grace au 
poids associé a chaque enregistrement de |I’échantillon. Le 
poids d’un enregistrement est calculé comme étant |’inverse 
de sa probabilité de sélection dans I’échantillon (fraction de 
sondage). 


Champ. La principale source des mises a jour du 
recensement de la construction sont les fichiers administratifs 
des entreprises constituées et individuelles. Comme ces 
sources peuvent avoir jusqu’a une année de retard, le 
registre des entreprises du Bureau les compléte. Ce registre 
est alimenteé principalement par les comptes de déduction a 
la source (une autre source administrative) communiqués 
chaque mois par Revenu Canada. Il est également alimenté 
par la plupart des enquétes-entreprises de Statistique 
Canada auxquelles il est raccordé. 


Erreur d’échantillonnage. A compter de l'année d’enquéte 
1986, il sera possible de calculer des estimations des erreurs 
types. Pour 1985 et les années antérieures les divers 
échantillons utilisés pour établir les estimations du segment 
des petites entreprises n’étaient pas entiérement aléatoires, 
et les erreurs d’échantillonnage n’ont pu étre calculées. On 
estime cependant que pour la période 1981-1985 |l’erreur 
était tres petite pour la plupart des composantes en raison de 
la grande taille des échantillons. 


Taux de réponse. Les taux de réponse globaux pour les 
grandes entreprises sont d’environ 95%. Dans le cas des 5% 
restants, on utilise les données administratives 
communiquées par Revenu Canada et des imputations 
généralisées pour les données manquantes. Dans le cas des 
petites entreprises, le taux de réponse est proche de 100%.

Comparability Over Time. Data for the period 
1981-1986 are reasonably comparable. In years prior 
to 1981, the data suffer from varying degrees of 
understatement due to less than complete frame. This 
is particularly true of industries dominated by large 
numbers of small businesses (e.g. trade and house 
building contractors). It should be noted, however, 
that while the magnitudes are less consistent, the use 
of the data in ratio form is quite valid due to the large 
sample sizes. 


Benchmarking and revisions. Estimates prior to 
1981 have not been revised. Statistics Canada will 
assess the feasibility of reprocessing the data for the 
period 1975-1980 through the current methodology. 


Comparability With Other Data Sources. A 
reconciliation of industry volume with data produced 
by the Science, Technology and Capital Stock 
Division of Statistics Canada on total construction 
activity based on its Capital Investment Surveys is 
done annually. As well, periodic reconciliations have 
been carried out on employment data collected by 
the Census with similar data generated by the Survey 
of Earnings, Employment and Payrolls and the Labor 
Force Survey. For further information please contact 
the Construction Census Section, Industry Division of 
Statistics Canada. 


Editing of Questionnaires. Data received from 
respondents are both manually and machine edited. 
Rejects are scrutinized and, if warranted, respondents 
are contacted again. Previous years’ reports, as well 
as administrative data, are also used to estimate 
missing or incomplete data.

The data presented in this publication represent only 
a selected portion of total 1986 statistical information 
available on the residential building industry. 
Additional breakdowns, statistics and definitions are 
available to users subject to the conditions of the 
Statistics Act.

Comparabilité dans le temps. Les données pour la période 
1981-1986 se caractérisent par un degré de comparaison 
raisonnable. S’agissant des années antérieures a 1981, les 
données sont affectées d’une sous-estimation variable en 
raison d’échantillons moins que complets. Ceci est 
particuliérement le cas des branches dominées par un grand 
nombre de petites entreprises (métiers et entrepreneurs en 
construction résidentielle, par exemple). || faut cependant 
remarquer que méme_ si_ l’importance est moins 
systématique, l'utilisation des données sous forme de ratios 
est tout a fait valable en raison de la grande taille des 
échantillons. 


Etalonnage et révisions. Les estimations d’avant 1981 n’ont 
pas été révisées. Statistique Canada étudie la possibilité de 
retraiter les données de la période 1975-1980 en utilisant la 
méthodologie actuelle. 


Comparabilité avec les autres sources de données. Un 
rapprochement de l’activité de la branche et des données 
produites par la Division des Sciences, de la Technologie et 
du Stock de Capital de Statistique Canada sur l'ensemble de 
l'activité de la construction dans le cadre de ses enquétes 
sur les immobilisations est fait chaque année. De plus, on a 
fait des rapprochements périodiques des données de 
l'emploi recueillies lors du recensement et des données 
semblables obtenues lors de |’enquéte sur les gains, |’emploi 
et la remunération et l’enquéte sur la population active. Pour 
d’autres renseignements, s’adresser a la Section du 
recensement de la Construction, Division de |’Industrie de 
Statistique Canada. 


Vérification des questionnaires. Les données 
communiquées par les répondants font l'objet d’une 
vérification manuelle et a la machine. Les rejets sont étudiés 
de prés, et les répondants sont rappeles au besoin. Les 
rapports des années précédentes et les données 
administratives servent également a estimer les donnees 
manquantes ou incomplétes.

Selected highlights from the 1987 Residential Census 
indicate that: 


e@ The residential construction industry had a total 
operating revenue of $10.8 billion in 1987. This 
represents an increase of 27.1% over 1986. 


@ Provincially, increases in total operating revenue 
between 1986 and 1987 were posted in Ontario 
(47.7%), Alberta (40.1), Manitoba (34.9%), Quebec 
(26.7%), and Saskatchewan (25.7%). The 
remaining provinces experienced decreases in 
total operating revenue with the most notable 
decrease occurring in Newfoundland (36.2%). 


@ The construction of single-family dwellings 
dominated the industry's output at 75.1% of 
construction revenue while multiple dwelling units 
accounted for 18.1%.

It can be seen that residential construction commands 
43.7% of all construction performed in Canada. In 
dollar volume terms this represents $35,825 million, 
which is substantially more than the $10,806 million 
volume estimate for residential construction in this 
publication (Statistical Table 1, items 12 to 15). 
Percentage contributions to the difference are 
estimated to be as follows: 


other construction industry 34%, real estate industry 
15% and other industries 51%. 


By provinces, the proportion of residential building 
done by the _ residential building industry is 
represented in Figure Ill.

General Review 


Users of the data are cautioned that Tables 1, 2 and 3 
report operating statistics in the sense that revenue 
and costs are adjusted for change in work in progress 
to represent value of construction put in place. The 
financial statistics in Tables 4 and 5 are based on 
income statement and balance sheet information as 
reported. Revenues are not adjusted and do not 
represent work put in place due to the fact that not all 
billings are recognized as revenue within the current 
year. 


Census results for 1987 indicate that the residential 
building industry performed $10,481 million worth of 
construction and an additional $325 million worth of 
other activities, amounting to a total gross revenue of 
$10,806 million. Included in this amount is a volume 
of $3,967 million of work sub-contracted out to trade 
contractors, leaving a volume of work done by own 
labour force of $6,839 million, with a wage content of 
$722 million. 


By far the larger proportion of the industry output 
consists of single detached housing. Among the four 
major structure types (single, double, row, apartment) 
this group commands 81%, with the multis 
accounting for the balance of 19%. 


Consequently the market share of the residential 
construction industry is 59.3% in the singles market 
and 32.9% in multis and other. Thus, the industry 
specializes in single housing, which market was 
substantially larger than the total market for multis in 
1987. 


An increasing portion of new residential construction 
taking place is renovation work. Included in this type 
of work are contracts for alterations, conversions, 
additions, improvements, restoration, rehabilitation, 
retrofitting and reconstruction. 


No exact measure of renovation volume, performed 
by this industry is available from census results. As 
pointed out earlier, only a portion of all residential 
construction is performed by general contractors and 
this is especially true for renovation, where’ most of 
the work is undertaken by special trade or smaller 
contractors specializing in this type of work. The large 
firm subsample of the census (firms with more than 
$1,200,000 annual revenue: see Methodology, below) 
provides detail which includes the level of renovating 
activity. Tabulation shows that in 1987, out of 1,100

Revue general 


Le lecteur est prié de noter que les tableaux 1, 2 et 3 
présentent la statistique de |’exploitation en ce sens que les 
recettes et les cotts sont ajustés pour tenir compte des 
travaux en cours dans le calcul de la valeur des travaux 
exécutés. Par contre, les statistiques financiéres des tableaux 
4 et 5 sont fondées sur les chiffres tirés tels quels des états 
financiers. Les recettes ne sont pas ajustées; elles ne sont 
pas li¢es aux travaux exécutés, car les comptes-clients ne 
sont pas tous considérés comme des recettes de |l’année en 
cours.

Les maisons individuelles constituent de loin |’élément le plus 
important du secteur résidentiel. En effet, elles interviennent 
pour 81% des quatres principaux types de logements 
(maisons individuelles, maisons doubles, maisons en rangée 
et appartements), les logements multiples comptant pour 
19%. 


Par conséquent, la part du marché de l'industrie du batiment 
(secteur résidentiel) atteint 59.3% pour les maisons 
individuelles et 32.9% pour les logements multiples et autres. 
Ainsi, l'industrie se spécialise dans les maisons individuelles, 
dont le marché était beaucoup plus gros que celui du marché 
total pour logements multiples en 1987. 


Les travaux de rénovation constituent une partie de plus en 
plus importante de la construction domiciliaire neuve. Ces 
travaux comprennent notamment les modifications, les 
transformations, les additions, les  améliorations, la 
restauration, la  réhabilitation, le raccordement et la 
reconstruction. 


Les résultats du recensement ne permettent pas de mesurer 
de facgon exacte les travaux de rénovation réalisés par 
l'industrie des entreprises générales en _ construction 
domiciliaire. Comme nous l’avons déja souligné, celle-ci 
effectue une partie seulement des travaux de construction 
domiciliaire, surtout des travaux de rénovation, exécutés pour 
la plupart par des sous-traitants ou des petits entrepreneurs 
spécialisés. Les grandes entreprises qui constituent le 
sous-échantillon du recensement, soit celles dont les recettes 
annuelles dépassent $1,200,000 (voir © Méthodologie 
ci-dessous), fournissent des renseignements qui portent entre 


establishments in this group, 220 reported 
involvement in renovation work; their total construction 
revenue was $931 million, out of which $193 million 
was derived from renovation. 


Table 1 provides industry characteristics by province 
and by size groups. The data by size group can be 
used for performance appraisal by firms in the 
industry and form a basis for economic analysis 
regarding concentration and scale of plant. 


The largest 143 firms produce 33% of total output, 
the largest 917 produce 62% and the largest 1,742 
produce 73%. With a 100 firm concentration ratio 
running at around 30% the industry compares 
favourably in terms of competitiveness with other 
industries, such as manufacturing. Consideration of 
profit to revenue and profit to assets ratios at the total 
Canada level (as in Table 5) would indicate a plant 
size of ten million dollars and over to have an 
optimum scale in this industry. 


Variation in aggregate profit levels among provinces 
is depicted in Figure IV.

Le tableau 1 présente les caractéristiques de l'industrie par 
province et par tranche de taille. Les données selon la 
tranche de taille peuvent servir a évaluer le rendement des 
entreprises appartenant a Jlindustrie et a analyser la 
concentration et |’étendue des opérations. 


Les 143 plus grandes entreprises ont réalisé 33% de 
l'ensemble des travaux, les 917 plus grandes ont exécuté 
62% et les 1,742 plus grandes, 73%. Le coefficient de 
concentration des 100 principales entreprises s’établit a 
environ 30%; aussi l'industrie est-elle aussi concurrentielle 
que d’autres, dont celle de la fabrication. Suivant les ratios 
des bénéfices aux recettes et des beénéfices a l’actif au 
niveau national (tableau 5), la dimension optimale des 
opérations dans cette industrie est de dix million de dollars et 
plus.

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Productivity does not vary significantly over the size 
groups. This, together with the large number of 
operators, indicates the absence of major returns to 
scale; expansion of output is to a large extent 
obtained by an increase in the number of firms. 
Machinery and equipment purchases may not give a 
clear picture of substitution of capital investment for 
labour due to a high incidence of equipment rental. It 
should be noted that size groups are based on 
current dollars. This causes an artificial movement 
toward the larger size groups over time. 


Table 2 groups establishments by their specialization 
in either new or repair construction. Although 
relatively few firms specialize in repair construction 
the inputs give an interesting profile on this type of 
work. Repair firms have a relatively higher labour 
content and subcontract out relatively less. In 
coverage terms, specialization in repair is not very 
strong. Repair firms do 46% of all repair work done 
by this industry. 


In Table 3 firms are grouped by percentage ranges of 
specialization in construction types. The specialization 
in this case is expressed as the percentage of major 
type of construction to total construction performed. 
Specialization over time, by individual firms may not 
be very consistent, but, again, the interest of the table 
lies in the characteristics of the higher specialization 
ranges. The largest group consists of contractors 
specializing in the construction of single detached 
houses. In average volume terms this group is the 
smallest. Firms specializing in apartment building 
construction have a higher average size and 
subcontract content due to the nature of projects 
undertaken. 


Tables 4 and 5 present financial characteristics based 
on a sample of firms reporting both income statement 
and balance sheet information. While only some of 
the more commonly used financial ratios are listed in 
Table 5, the basic data for deriving additional ratios 
are available from Table 4. It may be pointed out that 
the profit to revenue ratio is based on gross revenue 
whereas for some analyses a net revenue basis 
(revenue minus sub-contracts) is more relevant. Profit 
to assets ratios for the industry may seem relatively 
high because of low inventories, low investment in 
plant and leasing. Similarly, equity ratios may be 
inflated and show variations over time due to 
financing through credit and carry over of deficits.

Le tableau 2 regroupe les établissements selon qu’ils se 
spécialisent dans la construction neuve ou dans_ les 
réparations. Bien qu’un nombre assez restreint d’entreprises 
se spécialisent dans les réparations, les intrants tracent un 
profil interessant de ces types de travaux. Les entreprises de 
reparation ont davantage recours a la main-d’oeuvre, tandis 
que la sous-traitance leur est relativement peu importante. La 
spécialisation dans les réparations représente une petite 
partie du champ d’observation: les entreprises de réparation 
executent 46% de tous les travaux de réparation du secteur 
residentiel. 


Au tableau 3, les entreprises sont regroupées selon le degré 
de spécialisation par genre de construction. Aux fins du 
tableau, la spécialisation est exprimée sous forme de 
pourcentage du genre principal de construction par rapport a 
l'ensemble des travaux exécutés. Une entreprise donnée peut 
changer sa spécialisation dans le temps, mais |’intérét du 
tableau provient des caractéristiques des proportions 
supérieures de spécialisation. Le groupe le plus nombreux 
réunit les entrepreneurs spécialisés dans la construction de 
maisons individuelles; il s’agit par contre du groupe le moins 
important sur le plan du volume moyen. Les entreprises 
spécialisées dans la construction d’appartements ont, a cause 
de la nature des travaux a exécuter, une taille moyenne plus 
forte et elles font davantage appel a la sous-traitance. 


Les tableaux 4 et 5 présentent des caractéristiques 
financiéres d'un échantillon d’entreprises établies a partir des 
données déclarées dans leurs états financiers. Bien que le 
tableau 5 ne donne que les ratios financiers les plus utilisés, 
les données essentielles au calcul de ratios supplémentaires 
figurent au tableau 4. Il convient de noter que le rapport des 
benefices aux recettes est fondé sur les recettes brutes, 
tandis que les recettes nettes (les recettes moins la valeur de 
la sous-traitance) conviennent mieux a certaines analyses. Le 
rapport des bénéfices a |’actif peut sembler relativement 
élevé pour l'ensemble de l'industrie 4 cause du faible niveau 
des stocks, des immobilisations et de la location. Par ailleurs, 
le rapport de l’avoir net peut étre gonflé et évolué dans le 
temps en raison du recours au crédit et du rapport des 
déficits. 
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Definitions 


Size groups (Tables 1, 4 and 5) are based on gross 
operating revenue. Publications before 1975 had size 
groups based on gross revenue minus subcontracts. 
See also footnote 6 at end of publication. 


New construction (Table 2) is defined to include all 
contracts for new work put in place. This includes 
additions, alterations, conversions and major 
renovations where either a structural change takes 
place or the life of an existing asset is extended 
beyond its normal life expectancy. All other work is 
defined as repair construction. This is generally 
construction necessitated by damage or deterioration 
and includes minor renovations and alterations made 
to maintain the operating efficiency of existing 
structures, other than maintenance type work. 


Types of construction (Table 3) are defined as 
follows: 


Single detached. This type is commonly called a 
"single house". It contains only one dwelling unit 
which is completely separated on all sides from any 
other dwelling or structure. Included in this category 
are other residential structures, consisting mainly of 
summer cottages, cabins, shacks and conversions. 


Double. This category includes dwelling units 
separated by a common wall extending from ground 
to roof. Single attached dwellings in structures 
consisting of only two dwelling units and structures 
originally designed, or structurally converted, to 
provide two dwelling units, one above the other and 
adjoining no other structure are classified as double. 


Row housing. All other single attached dwellings in 


rows of three or more are classified as row housing. 


Apartment building. Includes all dwellings of the 
apartment, flat-type other than the duplex-type 
mentioned above. 

This category includes: 

double-duplex, 

triplex, 

row-duplexes, 


apartments as commonly known, 


dwellings over, or at the back of a store or other 
non-residential structure. 


For purposes of the survey, the classification of 
buildings is based on their ultimate use. For example 
a government office building is classified into the 
commercial category. 


Définitions 


Les tranches de taille (tableaux 1, 4 et 5) sont établies a 
partir des recettes brutes d’exploitation. Avant 1975, elles 
étaient a partir des recettes brutes moins la valeur de la 
sous-traitance. Voir aussi la note 6 a la fin de la publication. 


La construction neuve (tableau 2) englobe tous les contrats 
visant l’exécution de nouveaux travaux. Cela comprend les 
additions, les modifications, les transformations et les 
rénovations importantes, qu’il s’agisse de changer la structure 
d'un immeuble ou de prolonger la vie d’un bien au-dela de sa 
durée de vie normale. Tous les autres travaux sont 
considérés comme des reparations. Celles-ci consistent 
habituellement en des travaux nécessites par 
l'endommagement ou la détérioration et elles englobent les 
rénovations et modifications mineures (autres que les travaux 
d’entretien) effectuées afin de  maintenir l’efficacité 
opérationnelle de structures existantes. 


Voici la definition des divers genres de construction (tableau 
3): 


Maison  individuelle. Ce type de logement est 
communément appelé "maison unifamiliale”. ll ne contient 
qu’un logement completement isolé, de tous cdtés, d’un autre 
logement ou construction. Cette catégorie englobe d'autres 
structures résidentielles, dont les chalets, cabines, huttes et 
logements transformeés. 


Maison double. Cette catégorie comprend les logements 
séparés par un mur mitoyen s’élevant du sol au toit. Sont 
classés comme maisons doubles les logements simples 
jumeles faisant partie de structures ne comptant que deux 
logements et les structures construites ou transformées de 
facon a donner deux logements situés l'un au-dessus de 
l'autre sans autre construction attenante. 


Maisons en rangée. Tous les autres logements simples 
réunis en rangée de trois logements ou plus sont classes 
comme maisons en rangée. 

Appartements. Cette catégorie comprend tous _ les 
logements du genre appartement ou plain-pied qui ne sont 
pas de la catégorie des duplex susmentionnés. 

Autrement dit, elle englobe: 

les duplex jumelés, 

les triplex, 

les duplex en rangée, 


les maisons d’appartements au sens courant du terme, 


les logements situés au-dessus ou a I’arriére d’un magasin 
ou d’une autre construction non résidentielle. 


Aux fins de l’enquéte, la classification des immeubles est 
fonction de leur usage ultime. A titre d’exemple, un immeuble 
a bureaux occupé par une administration publique est classé 
dans la catégorie des batiments commerciaux. 
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Methodology 


Background. For the Census of Construction, a 
blend of direct survey and random sampling methods 
is used to provide universe estimates. Construction 
firms are separated into two groups: those with more 
than $1,199,999 annual revenue and those with 
revenues in the range $25,000-$1,199,999. The larger 
firms are sent a census questionnaire. The smaller 
firms are stratified by sub-industry group, size range 
and province, from which samples are selected for 
the collection of financial and non-financial data. 
Financial data are transcribed from administrative 
records provided by Revenue Canada. The sampling 
rate varies between 10% and close to 100% 
depending on the province and size group and is 
generally larger for smaller provinces and higher size 
groups. Non-financial data (e.g. type of construction 
specializations, labour characteristics etc.) are 
collected from a sub sample of this group, numbering 
approximately 17,000 contractors, by means of a 
condensed survey form. The sample results are 
inflated to universe levels using the weight associated 
with each record in the sample. The weight for a 
record is calculated as the inverse of its probability of 
selection in the sample (sampling ratio). 


Coverage. The principal source of mailing frame 
updates for the Census of Construction are 
administrative files of incorporated and unincorporated 
businesses. Since these sources can be up to a year 
out of date, the Departmental Business Register is 
used to supplement these updates. This register is 
principally sourced from Pay Deduction Accounts 
(another administrative source) provided monthly by 
Revenue Canada. It is also sourced from most 
Statistics Canada business surveys with which it is 
linked. 


Response Rates. The overall response rates for the 
large firms approximates 95 per cent. For the 
remaining 5 per cent, administrative data from 
Revenue Canada, coupled with imputation for non 
available data items, are used. For the small firm 
sample portion, the response is close to 100 per cent. 


Comparability Over Time. Data for the period 
1981-1986 are reasonably comparable. In years prior 
to 1981, the data suffer from varying degrees of 
understatement due to less than complete frame. This 
is particularly true of industries dominated by large 
numbers of small businesses (e.g. trade and house 
building contractors). It should be noted, however, 
that while the magnitudes are less consistent, the use 
of the data in ratio form is quite valid due to the large 
sample sizes. 


Méthodologie 


Contexte. Dans le recensement de la construction, on utilise 
un mélange d’enquétes directes et d’échantillonnages 
aléatoires pour obtenir des estimations de |’univers. Les 
entreprises du secteur de la construction sont classées dans 
deux groupes: celles dont les recettes annuelles dépassent

Le taux d’échantillonnage est 
compris entre 10% et pres de 100% dépendant de la 
province et de la tranche de taille, i] est généralement plus 
grande pour les plus petites provinces et les plus grandes 
tranches de taille. Les données  non-financiéres 
(spécialisations en construction, caractéristiques de la main 
d’oeuvre, etc.) sont recueillies auprés d’un sous-échantillon 
de ce groupe, se composant d’environ 17,000 entrepreneurs, 
grace a un questionnaire d'enquéte condensé.

Champ. La principale source des mises a jour du 
recensement de la construction sont les fichiers administratifs 
des entreprises constituées et individuelles. Comme ces 
sources peuvent avoir jusqu’a une année de retard, le 
registre des entreprises du Bureau les complete. Ce registre 
est alimenté principalement par les comptes de déduction a 
la source (une autre source administrative) communiqués 
chaque mois par Revenu Canada. II est également alimenté 
par la plupart des enquétes-entreprises de Statistique Canada 
auxquelles il est raccordé. 


Taux de reponse. Les taux de réponse globaux pour les 
grandes entreprises sont d’environ 95%. Dans le cas des 5% 
restants, on utilise les données  administratives 
communiquées par Revenu Canada et des imputations 
généralisées pour les données manquantes. Dans le cas des 
petites entreprises, le taux de reponse est proche de 100%. 


Comparabilite dans le temps. Les données pour la période 
1981-1986 se caractérisent par un degré de comparaison 
raisonnable. S’agissant des années antérieures a 1981, les 
données sont affectées d’une sous-estimation variable en 
raison d’échantillons moins que complets. Ceci est 
particuliérement le cas des branches dominées par un grand 
nombre de petites entreprises (métiers et entrepreneurs en 
construction résidentielle, par exemple). Il faut cependant 
remarquer que méme_ si_ limportance est moins 
systématique, l'utilisation des données sous forme de ratios 
est tout a fait valable en raison de la grande taille des 
échantillons. 
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Comparability With Other Data Sources. A 
reconciliation of industry volume with data produced 
by the Investment and Capital Stock Division of 
Statistics Canada on total construction activity based 
on its Capital Investment Surveys is done annually. 
As well, periodic reconciliations have been carried out 
on employment data collected by the Census with 
similar data generated by the Survey of Earnings, 
Employment and Payrolls and the Labor Force 
Survey. For further information please contact the 
Construction Census Section, Industry Division of 
Statistics Canada. 


Editing of Questionnaires. Data received from 
respondents are both manually and machine edited. 
Rejects are scrutinized and, if warranted, respondents 
are contacted again. Previous years’ reports, as well 
as administrative data, are also used to estimate 
missing or incomplete data.

The data presented in this publication represent only 
a selected portion of total 1987 statistical information 
available on the residential building industry.

Un 
rapprochement de l’activité de la branche et des données 
produites par la Division de |'Investissement et du Stock de 
Capital de Statistique Canada sur l'ensemble de |’activité de 
la construction dans le cadre de ses enquétes sur les 
immobilisations est fait chaque année. De plus, on a fait des 
rapprochements périodiques des données de_ |’emploi 
recueillies lors du recensement et des données semblables 
obtenues lors de l’enquéte sur les gains, l'emploi et la 
rémuneération et l’enquéte sur la population active. Pour 
d'autres renseignements, s’adresser a la Section du 
recensement de !a Construction, Division de |’Industrie de 
Statistique Canada.
